OOON after the commencement of the h 
nam Fever in our city, a fhort account of whrch i 
laid before the Public, two of my particular friends were 
feized with all its fymptoms. On them,* I thought it my 
duty to attend, that I might render futh affiftar.ee as 
lay in my power. A few days after the dif ' 
to fpread its direful influence in the vicinity of my 
of refidence, and I refolved to pay the fame attention to 
my neighbours as I was willing to do to my fj It 
'For this refolution,however, I claim no merit: For as the 
Situation of my family was fuch as to render it improper, 
at leaft inconvenient to move, and finding my felf fur- 
rounded with peftilence, I firmly believed, that I was 
equally fafe, while performing the common duties of hu- 
manity, to the afflicted, as fitting ufelefs in my o"wn ap- 
nenl ; nay more, had I remained inactive, my mifcd 
might have become a prey to melancholy, and I ihould, 
in all probability, haye been oppreffed with fear, than 
which there is not a greater predifponent caufe to difor- 
der, nor perhaps an equal caufe in making its termina- 
tion fatal. Rcafoning in, this manner, and trufting in 
Divine Providence for protection, I therefore detcrmi- 
ne'd to make no hefitation in vifuing any fick petfon to 
wham I could be ufeful. 
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On the lft September, the Health Commiflioncrs 
having heard that I was not afraid of feeing the infccled, 
wiftied me to enter into their fervice. I agreed, and 
from that day continued employed by them, and after- 

. ds by the Health Committee^ till the termination of 
difeafe. 

fituationj I had daily opportunities of feeing. 
the progrefs of the fever, the treatment of the fick, the 

poor were relieved, &"c. and as 

the s were fo obliging as to permit me to have 

rs for information with refpecl to 

lations, and t;.e names of the dead, I was induced 

to venture en the p relent publication.

HEN, in the month of July laft, the public prints 
announced, that a peftiiential fever had made its appear- 
ance in Philadelphia, the inhabitants of this city, received 
the information with forrow. They felt for the dillreHes 
of their fellow-creatures, whiift at the fame time, they little 
thought, that a calamity of a fimilar nature was impending 
over themfeives. Our city was at that time repiefented, 
and I believe, with truth, to be remarkab'v Healthy. The 
greateft attention was paid to cleaning on: ftreets, and the 
Health Phyfician was vigilant in the difcharge of his duty. 
Hence as we apprehended no danger from the importation 
of peftilence, much lefs did we think that it could be en 
gendered amongft ourfelvcs. Our citi?ens in this ftate of 
fuppofed fecurity, were chiefiy bent on making prepara- 
tions to defend their liberty and independence againit the 
aggreffions of a foreign foe. 

For this purpofe military affociations were rapidly form- 
ed ; companies of infantry, cavalry and artillery, compo- 
fed of citizens of every age and lunation in life, daily pa- 
raded to acquire the ncceffary knowledge of the art of 
war; whiift others were perfonally engaged m erectinc*- 
fortifications at the battery, that we might be enabled to 
defend ourfelvcs againfl the attacks of any invaders. Sub- 
fcriptions, likewifc, were raifed to a great amount, for the 
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purpofe of building veffels of war ? to guard our coafl. and 
protect our commerce. 

But in the midil of thefe mighty preparations, an enemy 
more terrible than any foreign nation, made its appearance 
and fpread havoc arid deftruction in every direction- I 
mean the Yellow Fever. 

Upon the approach of this awful diforder, the buttle we 
were making for felf-defence was fuddenly fufpended ; the 
warlike looks, which our citizens had alTumed, changed in- 
to thofe of difmay ; the fortifications in a great meafure 
negleCied ; the military afiociations difcontinued, and 
death, fpeedy death, feemed to be the indifcriminate por- 
tion of the inhabitants of this wealthy metropolis ; for as 
it is well defcribed in one of our public prints, " parents 
and children, hufbands and wives, brothers and lifters 
were fuddenly torn from the feeling bofoms of their rela- 
tives, while the mourning flu vivors were themfelves mo- 
mentarily expecting the folcmn call : The lifping infant 
calling for its, dead parents ;- and none but ftrangers to af- 
ford relief; houfes totally emptied of their inhabitants, 
and the citizens Hying in every direction from the. infecled 
places, as from a conflagrated town, or falling tower; the 
conftant hearfe in fable melancholy, conveying the viclims 
oi' this direful calamity to their long home, and whole fa- 
milies in many inftances cut oft without a.hngle individual 
being left.' Many women who enjoyed eafe and afflu- 
ence, are bereft of their hufbands, and *L'ft to ftruggle for 
the maintainance of numerous families of children, a tafk 
for which they are but little qualified, and many orphans 
(i^pn'vxd of their parents, mult be brought up at the public 
nee; Divine Providence thus affording us an awful 
lellon of the inftability of human affairs, and teaching us, 
if we arc not incorrigible, how ineffectual the exertions of 
arc, unlefs they be forwarded by the Deity. By this 
. I would by no means be undeirftood as 
infmuating, that the meafures we were adopting for the 
protection of our lives and property, and cf our wives and 
children, were improper; on the contrary, I think it was 
the duty. of every good citizen,- to exert himfclf to the 
iitraoft on iuch an emergency ; but I mall 'certainly be 
excufed for making this obfervation, that when we are 
ith dangers of whatever nature, whiKl we en- 
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deavour by every means in our power to avert them, we 
fhould depend for fuceefs not on our own exertions', but 
on the blefling of Heaven. 

Having made thefe prefatory remarks, I (hall now 
proceed to the melancholy fubjed I have undertaken, viz. 
the hiftory of a peftilcntial diforder, which, though it lifts 
at different times appeared in this city, particularly in the 
year 1795, was never productive of half the calamity as in 
the months of Au guft, September, and October, in the 
year 1798.

Opinions concerning it various and contradictory. 

THE malignant Fever which committed fo dreadful ha- 
voc amongft the inhabitants of New-York, made its ap- 
pearance towards the end of July. In firft victim, in all 
probability, was Mr. MelanCton' Smith, who died on the 
a8th or 29th of that month", after an ilinefs of a very few 
days. His cafe was laid to be atten :h the 'moil 

malignant fymptoms • but fuch was the general opinion of 
die inhabitants with refpeft to the heaUriincfs of our city, 
that his death excited little or no alarm. Mr. Smith is 
faid to have been taken fick at his ftore, in Fror.r .-ftrcet 
near Coenties-flip, and a few days after his death, Jeveral 
perfons were attacked with ficknefs in that vicinity. The 
fymptoms of their diforder, however, in general appear- 
ed to be fimilar to that of a common cold-, they were, 
therefore, negligent in obtaining medical aid ; Irence the 
difeafe got the afcenderccy before they were aware of their 
danger, and the affiftance of phyficians was procured too 
late. From what has come under my own' ohfer : r!on, 
with re f peel; to ' this diforder, I eonfider it to be highly 
proper for every individual, upon its apt to 

fend for a fkillful phyfician the morac;it he bim- 

felf taken with- any fort of ficknefs; for 
Fever, in its attacks, is peculiarly invidious "3 Ties 

a variety of forms, and often that of a com 
feme flight diftemper, for which molt pe 
there was no neceifity for.feeking a remed 
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Indeed, according to Doctor Rum, of Philadelphia, 
when a particular epidemic viiits any fpot, every other 
complaint is at once abibrbed, or loit wkh the then raging 
iicknefs. This, I apprehend, is now the general opinion 
of oar mofl eminent phyficians ; and had it been generally 
believed by the inhabitants of New-York, I am almofi 
convinced that the havoc in our city would have by no 
means been fo> great as it was; for I have little doubt 
that more than one half of thofe to whom the diforder 
proved fatal, might in all probability have been now in good 
health, had they, on the firft attack, applied the proper 
remedies ; and mould this, or any other city in the Uni- 
ted States, be again 2 if lifted by a iimilar calamity, (which 
God forbid/ as a friend to my fellow citizens, I would 
ufe my utmoit endeavours, in preffing this truth upon 
their minds, that in fuch a fituation, delays art peculiarly 
dangerous 

But to return to the progrefs of the diftemper. — 

Whether any cafes of peililential fever exifted in the 
earlier part of Auguft, remote from the place where& was 
believed to have originated* I have not been able to 
afcertain : But of this I am certain, that about the 20th 
of the month, cafes of ahighly malignant nature appear- 
ed in various parts of the city, and in particular it began to 
range with great violence at the New Slip, in Cliff-ftreet 
and Jobn-ftreet, but more efpecially in Eden's-Alley and 
Rider-ftreet, where not a family efcaped it, nor was there 
a houfe in which it made its appearance, except two, viz. 
that of Mr. M'Mafters and me, where it did not termi- 
nate fatally to one or more individuals. About the fame 
time itlikewife fpread its ravages in Ann-ftreet, Fair-ftreet, 
Cherry-ftreet, Auguftus-ftreet, and alfo at the fhip yards, 
and about the beginning of September, I know of few 
places in the city where there were not fome folitary cafes. 

Our Heakh-Cornmiflioners began to be fomewhat ap- 
prehenfive with regard to the appearance of this peftilence 
foea \y as the 6th of Auguft, as may be feen from the 
followiAig letter addreifed to the Mayor ; — 
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Hcul'thOjice, A'igiijl 6, 1798. 
TO THE MAYOR. 
Sir, . 
THE unfinimed frtuation of the docks in Front-ftreet, 
between Coenties and the Old-flip, generally, was, in the 
opinion of the Gommimoncrs of the Health-Office, a 
fource of drfeafe in that neighbourhood lad year, and oe- 
caftoned the death of feveral valuable citizens. At that 
period it became a fubject of remonftranee to the Corn^ 
mon Council. 

The Commiflionen cannot-fufFiciently regret, that they 
have reafon to renew their remonftrances on this fubject, 
and that its prcfent fituation is likely to be productive of 
ftill greater evils than thole of laft year. 

Several perfons have fickened in the neighbourhood oT 
thefe unfinished grounds within a -week, and with fymp- 
toms ftrikingly charatteriftic of Yellow-Fever. 

If the Common Council think proper to appoint two of 
•their members, the CommifiTioners will meet them early 
-to-morrow-morning, to concert meafures adapted to the 
exigency of the cafe;

On'the fame day they ilTued an advertifement, notifying 
their determination to put the laws in force with refpecl to 
thofe who mould be delinquent in regard to keeping the 
ftreets clean, before their refpeQive doors, and in remov- 
ing dirt from their yards and cellars, adding that the ftreet 
infpe&ors, whofe immediate duty it was to attend to that 
bufmefs, were direfted to report all offences of this nature 
to the police, and that the penalty againft offenders would 

•be rigidly exatled. 

• At the time of this advertifement, however, it was re- 

•marked both by citizens and Grangers, that our ftreets 
were kept uncommonly clean ; but with refpeQ. to yards 
and cellars, I have reafon to believe that, to the fili-igrace of 
feme individuals, it was inibine cafes other-wife r— and I 

•may-add, that where fiich nui-fan-ces have exi (led, the ia-

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habitants of that vicinity have generally been the levered 
fufferers. 

By fome people bur Commifuoners have been cenfured 
for neglecting to notify the citizens officially of the danger 
to which they were expofed, fo foon as they became ac- 
quainted with the exiftence of any malignant or pefti- 
lential fever in the city. Such cenfure, however, ap- 
pears, to me to be very unjuft : for the exiftence of 
fbme cafes of fever was univerfally known towards the 
.middle of Auguft, and .became the fubjecl; of general con- 
verfation. The Commiflioners never denied it, nor dial 
ihey attempt to conceal it : But as it was the opinion of 
moft people, that it was not probable the diforder would 
fpread,<and that it. would' vanifli after facrificing a few -indi- 
viduals, as had happened in the years 1 796 and 1 797, fuch 
a publication, whilft it could have been of no uie to the 
inhabitants, who were well acquainted with their fituation, 
might have. -been highly prejudicial to our commerce, by 
dotcrring country people from coming amongft them, at 
a time,- when according to every appearance, they could 
•„pafs andrepafs to our city in. perfect fafety, and without 
running any rifque of receiving infection. 

On the 12th, 13th, and 14th of Auguft, there was heavy 
fhcwers of rain j that on the 14th, commenced at four in 
in the-morning, and continued without the leaft intermif- 
lipn, until nine with considerable thunder : The quantity 
which fell during thefe five hours, was fuppofed to be 
greater than had at any time fallen, during the fame fpace 
of time for many years. The ftreets were covered with 
water, in many places knee deep, and a vaft aumbcr of 
cellars were filled with it. 

It was at the time, generally believed, that this exceflive 
rain and thunder would fo purify the air, that our citjf 
would in a few days be totally exempt from any cafes of 
. the diforder, but alas ! our expectations in this refpect, 
were dreadfully difappointed : for from this day, it almoft 
immediately began' to fpread in every direction. But, 
. kowever erroneous, the ideas of many have been with 
: refpecl to this circumftance, feverals thought very differ- 
ently 5 in particular, a writer in the Commercial Advent- 
\ fer, : >£» the evening of the 14th, the day on which tins 
-o;ceHive rain fell, who feems to have forefeen what would 
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been the true confequences of it. His language is fa re- 
markable that I cannot forbear to quote it. " Theirri- 
menfe bodies of water" fays he, " which have lately fallen, 
whilft it feems to cleanfe the ftreets, Ihould excite a degree 
of ferious alarm, when the effecls of its remaining ftagnant 
is confidered. Many cellars muft no doubt have beeia 
the receptacle for much of the rain which has fallen : it 
therefore behoves every perfon, without delay, to examine 
their cellars and other places, which are likely to become 
refervoirs of water, and (hould any be found, immediate 
fteps fhould be taken to remove it. Stagnant water in 
confined places, during this hot weather, will, in two 
days, exhale a peftilent water, which may generate the 
moft dangerous infectious diforders, to prevent which, af 
terthe removal of the water, a liberal ul'e of lime fhould 
be made by fcattering it over the cellar. It is to be hoped 
that a regard to felf-prefervation will produce the raofi 
prompt and aftive exertions towards this alarming object; 
thofe who negleft it, will be am on gft the fir it victims of a 
ravaging difeafe, which a little timely attention might have 
kept from our at prefent healthy city-" 

A day or two after, in the lame paper, a writer, after 
mentioning the late floods of water, obferves, that "If 
immediate and vigorous meafures are not taken to oblige 
people to have their celhTs emptied and we'll ventilated 
and dried, one week will produce in this city, a more 
malignant ficknefs than Philadelphia now experiences, or 
than New- York has witnelTed fince its firft fettlement." 

My intention in quoting thefe extracts, is to put our ci- 
tizens on guard againft an indolent fecurity, Ihould we be 
again attacked by the Yellow-Fever : For heat and moif 
ture combined will ever produce putrid vapours, and 
thefe, from the eailielt ages of phytic, have been alixioil 
univerfally allowed to be the fource of pcftilcntial di(- 
orders. 

Our Health-Commifwoners, on this oocafion, certain 
•iy deferved well of the public. Their utmoft endeavour.: 
were exerted to have every nuifance removed, and as far 
as lay in their power, to prevent the fpreading of the dif- 
eafe, with which we then began to be afflicted. Their en- 
deavours, however, were ineffectual, as the number of 
deaths from this time aimed daily encreafed. 
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About the 24th fiumbers began to leave the city, and 
many of thofe who had offices {'or. the tranfa&ion of bufi- 
nefs in that part of the city which lies towards the Eaft Ri- 
ver, moved to Broadway, which was deemed more heal- 
thy. The Cuilom-Houfe, like wife, m Mill-ftreet, and 
the Infurance-Office in Water-ftreet, were fixed for the 
time in the Tontine- City-Tavern, in Broadway. During 
the whole month of Auguft, the number of deaths amount- 
ed to one hundred and thirty three men, fifty five womei?, 
an4 one hundred and forty one children, making in all 
three hundred and twenty nine. As particular attention 
had not been hitherto paid by the fextons to ciftinguifh 
thofe who fell victims to the fever, from thofe who had 
died of any other diforder, it is difficult to afcertain their 
precife numbers. Perhaps,, 11 it be fixed at one hundred, 
u r e mail not be; far from the truth, particularly as it is 
certain that by far thegreatelt number of the children were 
cutoff by the flux, a diforder which generally proves fa- 
tal to infants at this feafon of ^he year. On the 15th Au- 
guft the deaths were 14, from which day the number was 
ftill progreffmg, fo that on the 1 ft. September, they amount- 
to 23. The daily average during A.uguft was about 12. 

On the 15th of Sept. the number of funerals were 38, 
on the awful 19th, they were no -lefs than 6$, and on each 
of the two days following, they were reduced to 40, from 
which circuaiftar.ee we began-to entertain hopes that our 
mortal foe was about to leave us, but. we were again dif- 
appointed, for the ik At. four days it kept fluctuating be- 
tween 41 and 50, and on the uoih rofe up to 60. The 
total number of deaths, during this month, was eleven 
hundred and fifty two, of whom pine hundred and fifty 
four, died of fever. Six hundred and forty eight, were 
men, three hundred and fifty four women, and and one 
hundred and fifty, two children. The daily average thro' 
the month was about 38. By the 15th of this month, our 
irtuation was known at a diitance, as on that day a procla- 
mation was i fined by. James .Cahoun, efqr Mayor of Bal- 
timore, prohibiting the entrance into the city of Baltimore 
.or within three miles thereof, of all perfons whomsoever, 
who had come from the cities of New- York or Philadel- 
phia, or from Wilmington in the Hate of Delaware, and 
forbidding tj;e citizens of Baltimore from having any 
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communication with' them, until they 'conld prod uee an 
proved certificate of their ab fence from thole places & 
leaft 15 clays previous thereto." 

Our number of dead on the .ift October was 43. . 
this was the greatest numberduring the whole month. On 
the 18th it. was reduced to 16, and op. the 2 ill it only a- 
ruounted to 9. After this, the number of deaths on any 
one day during the exiftence of the calamity, did not ex- 
ceed .15, and it is certain that had our abfent cid.zens a:- 
tended to the advice of the Health-Cornmiitee, as p. 
limed in the different newspapers about this time, difiliad* 
ing them from a premature return, the death warrant of 
the diforder might have been dated from about this day ; 
but it is greatly to be regretted, that numbers of our 
valuable citizens, .by . not attending to this admonition, 
are now tenants of the grave, who, had thev or;!v remain- 
ed till after the fr'oft, which took place in the litter end 
of October and beginning of November., mi;y 
now, very probably, been in good health. Tr: whole 
number of funerals, for October, was five hundred and 
twenty two, two hundred and nine of whom were men, 
one hundred and fifty eight women, and Seventy four 
children. Of theie four hundred and thirty one died of 
fever. The average of the deaths, during this month,, was 
about 17. On the 1.0th November, the deaths were only 
5, and on each of the preceding- days, they were only 4. 
The total number during thefe 10 days, were 83, o£ »v'hom 
41 were men, twenty two- women, and twenty children. 
Of thefe thirty nine died of th.e fever ; the daily average 
was about Q. 'The -following addrefs of the Committee 
no* niadeJLs appearance in ail the newfpapers ; — - 

" The Health-Committee for the relief of the fick and 
indigent in the city of New-York, beg leave to congratu- 
late their fellow-citizens, thatunder Divine P "ovider.ee, 
this long afflicted city is once more rcftc red to its uiuai 
ilate of general health, and with the molt heartfelt plea- 
iiire inform thofe who yet remain in exile, that although 
a few cafes of the peftilential fever exiits, yet that by the 
late cold weather and froft, the contagion is i'o far defrroy- 
ed as to render the return of their families to the city per- 
fectly fafe, provided they take the necefiary previous mea- 
sures ©f cleanfing and ventilating their long unshed dwel- 
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lings, and purifying the bedding and clothing which may 
have been left therein during the prevalence of the fever. 

It would have afforded the Committee much fatisfaetion 
could they have given this invitational an earlier period, 
but thev did not conceive themfelves warranted by the then 
exifting circumftances. There have, until the prefent 
moment, been feveral new cafes of fever, particularly a- 
mong thofe citizens who returned earlier than the Com- 
mittee thought prudent; many of whom have fallen vict- 
ims to the devouring peftilence. 'I his, among other cir- 
cumftances, has induced the Committee to withhold (his 
invitation until the prcl'cnt time. The Committee beg 
leave further to inform their fellow-citizens, that from the 
numerous applications from the indigent for relief, they 
find it abfolutely neceffary to continue their -labours fome 
time longer." 

The refult of the whole number of deaths, during this 
awful calamity, was two thoufand and eighty-fix, viz. 
eleven hundred and ten men, five hundred and cigbt-y-ninc 
women and eight hundred and eighty-five children. Of 
thefe, if we admit that one hundred died of the fever in 
Auguft, its victims would amount to one thoufand five 
hundred and twenty-four. A great many of Our citizens 
too, who fled, were likewife cut off by it, hence it is pro- 
bable, that the fum of deaths would be between two thou- 
fand four hundred, and two thoufand five hundred : An 
awful number indeed ! Particularly if we confider that 
more than one third, fome fuppofe that one half of the 
inhabitants, had left the city. 

An opinion prevailed with many, that the progrefs of 
the difeafe varied according to the flate of the atmofphcrc. 
To this I have paid fome attention j but have not- been 
able toafcertain that the opinion is corretl. My readers, 
however, by comparing the table of Meteorological Ob- 
fervations \\ ith that which contains the daily returns ofthe : 
dead, will be able to fatisfy themfelves in this particular. 
But, however doubtful I may be with refpect to the above 
obfe-rvations in general, I am certain, that cool mornings 
and evenings, accompanied by hot days, contributed great- 
ly to fpread the infection ; that in cafe of a yellow fever, it 
is dangerous for thofe who have fled to return to their 
homes till fioft has fct in ; and that a keen froft undoubiJ 
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.edly puts an almoft inilantancous termination to the pro- 
grefs of the diforder. 

Having thus given an account of the rife, piogrefs, and 
decline of the late fever, I Oiall next lay before my 
readers, two communications with which I have been 

"politely favoured, with rcfpect. to its origin Sec. 

The firft is from Doftor-Samvxl L. MitckeU, Profeffor 
of Natural Hiftory, Agriculture, and Chanijlry in Colum- 
bia College, a gentleman whole literary talents are not only 
celebrated in America, but likewife la every part of civil- 
ized Europe. His opinion is contained in a letter ad- 
drefied to me, in anfwerto one which I had written to him 
on the 23d of November laft, and is as follows. — 

Sir, 

IN your letter of yefterday, you requefl me to furnifli 
you with fuch , hints as may occur to me concerning the 
■origin of the di {temper, which, during the lad three months, 
has afflicted the city of New-York. I with pleafure com- 
municate to you on this point, fuch general ideas, as in- 
Ilant recolleftion iupplies me with. The great difpate 
which divides the citizens of the United States, whether this 
diftemper is produced at home, or introduced from 
abroad, appears to me to be more of a Speculative than of 
a practical nature. The experience of the inhabitants of 
ancient Rome, London, and indeed of molt large and 
populous cities in Europe and Alia, have in the prog re Is: 
of their fettlement, fullered exceflively from mortal epe- 
demic.s, Bafsorah has more than once been nearly, depo- 
pulated, and other great cities of the eaftecn world, have 
from time to time, experienced a fimilar difaller. It is 
fufficiently evident to me ' that the production and con- 
tinuance of thefe plagues are owing to an impei-fccl and: 
wretched police; and I judge Eo becaufe in ail utuati 
naturally healthy, where iicknefs of that kind has prevailed', 
it has-been in-all cafes mitigated, and in many ahnoit en- 
tirely prevented, by the adoption of proper local regula- 
tion*. I think the c of mankind 
this point. 
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New-Y'oik, and Tome other cities and towns of North 
America, are beginning to fuller what other cities and towns 
in ancientand modern times have undergone before them. In 
this country we have as yet loft only our thoufands, but 
in Europe and Afia, they have loft their tens of thoufands, 
and hundreds of thoufands. A fate as fevere as theirs 
its us, if we refufe to profit by their experience. It is 
wifer and better to undertake reformation at once, than by 
waiting fifty, or an hundred, or five hundred years, with 
iuch decay of induftry and deftruBion- of life, as has been 
lately Our lot, and after all be compelled to execute at 
lath that which is both our intereft and our duty to perform 
without a moments delay. 

I eonfider cleanlincfs in our perfons, clothing and habita- 
tions, to lie a matter of moral obligation ; and the punifh- 
raeht which providence has wifely thought proper to in- 
flict upon thofe who violate this law is (icknefs, not un- 
frequently terminating in yellow-fever, peftilcncc and 
plague. 

There is a vulgar faying which I have often heard 
w ntvtr mind it, one's own najlinefs is fatd" It is 
certain that individuals endure patiently or even with- 
out adverting to it, more of their own dirt than of other 
peoples' Mankind in almoft all places appear to have 
acted for a long time Under the influence of this pernici- 
ous error; and accordingly when diftempers have broken 
out in cohfequence of their own carelefinefs and indifcre- 
tion, they have been fond of laying the blame on others. 
Hence it has been aliened with the utmoft pofitivenefs that 
the yellow-fever has been imported from the Weft-Indies, 
and plague from the Levant, while at the very time thefe 
afTertions are fo confidently made by fome among us, the 
fact of. local origin in thole very places and countries is 
flatly denied by the people who dwell there. They like 
our own countrymen " think their own naftinefs fweet,*' 
and cannot be periuaded it has any thing unhealthy or 
noxious in it. 

But let us be candid and examine the fnbjeft fairly : If 
an army of ten thoufand or any other number of men is 
encamped long in one fpot of ground, it often happens 
that fevers and dyfenteries break out among the foldier's • 
the number of men fit for parade hourly diminifhes, and 
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the Hofpitalo are croucled with the Tick. There csm be 
no queftion that in fuch cafes the cauies of thofe diilerri- 
pers are engendered there. Every prudent general knows 
the way to Mop the ravages of die diieafe is to quit the in- 
fected fpot, and encamp upon a new and frelh piece of 
ground. And this ought always to be attended to in cam- 
paigns, where the nature of the fervice will permit, In 
this cafe the men move aw;.y and leave the nuifauc^. be- 
hind. 

What now is a modern city but a vail encampment ? 
Are not the fame cauf-s of (Jifeafe, cjgjjy and hourly accu- 
mulating ? Ought it to be a matter of iurprize, that dining 
a moift and hot feafon venom mould be produced, rife 
into the air, and render it too ,foul and poifonous to fup- 
port life ? If it was pofiible to afcaq Ion the contaminated 
place, and change our ground, as a general changes >his 
camp, the inhabitants of cities wouldefcepe difcafes as well 
provided armies do. But (eats of commerce, trade and 
manufacture, are dedined to be the perpetual rehdence or 
perfons engaged in certain kinds of bufmefs, who cannof, 
without irreparable lofs and ruin, quit their improvements 
and occiipations. There is a neceh'ity, therefore, as 
they cannot move away from their nuifances, that 

THEIR NUISANCES SHOULD BE MOVED AWAY EROM 

them. Both common fenfe and common decency de- 
mand the performance of this. 

To be a little more particular : If my infonm.iioa is 
correct, the exhalations from privies and links m many 
parts of this city, have become not only intolerably of- 
fenfive, butacuiaily peltilential, and the cauie of diieafe. 
The vapours ifTuing from barrels of putrifymg beef have 
poifoned a number of our citizens. Many iiores, yards 
and cellars abound with fubftances equally detrimental 
to health; and in addition to this, it deierves to be men- 
tioned that human carcafes, buried and accumulated for 
a long feries of years, have poifoned the air in many paits 
of chridendom, and that by the concurrence of bo/'h mu- 
nicipal and fpiiitual authority, the practice of interring in 
cities and church-yards, has been aofolutely prohibited in 
many parts of Italy, on account of the ho; rid m;lcJr??r«» 
occahoned theieby. Although the evil has not grown 
to fuch an alarming height among ourfelves at this day, 

C 
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yx. ; it is certainly worthy of confidcration, whether it would 
be better at once for chriftians to difcard the fuper- 
itition which leads to this practice, and imitate the Jews 
and Mahometans in conveying their carrion entirely out 
of town and burying it in places remote from the habita- 
tions of the living. A regard for the prefervation of po- 
Oerity, as well as our own prefent and perfonal fecurity, 
iixipofes on us the adoption of fome decifive meafures 
upon this head. 

So much for local origin in and about the habitations 
of men on fhore. See next how the queftion ftands with 
refpect. to importation. It is acknowledged, as has been 
obferved, that cities, camps and houfes, may become pe- 
ftilentia] and unfafe to dwell in, by rcafon of poifonous 
natter bred within them. Now, what is a fhip but a 
loufe a-f,oai ? Every fea-veffel is, properly fpeaking, a 
himian habitation. And in this houfe or habitation are 
iiequently collected all the materials which are known to 
produce peftilence on the land. Human beings, too of- 
ten neglectful of cleanlinefs during health, and in times of 
fiflkneis frequently wallowing in their own filthinefs, are 
the tenants of thefe floating houfes ; and they are fome- 
times furroudedby the fickening exhalations emitted from 
damaged provifions, hides, coffee, and whatever elfe 
compofes their cargo, rendered active by moilture, quick- 
ened by heat, and multiplied by being kept under hatches. 

Of all the contrivances of art, a Ihip Teems the moft 
completely calculated to concentre &work uptothehigheft 
degree of virulence, all manner of plague-producing things. 
The hiitory of expeditions both for war and commerce, 
by* fda, furnifhes abundant evidence of this truth. Im- 
portation then ftands thus ; the ficknefs of the crew may 
be caufed by peftilential fluids, and thefe fluids are extri- 
cated from foul and corrupt fubftances on board the vejfel, 
andisias much local in its origin there as in any place 
that cftn be pointed out in this or any other city. Fur- 
ther, I have it on the information of refpectable mafters 
of vcflels, that in numberlefs inftances the men fall Tick 
on board, not only at fea, but in foreign ports and har- 
bours without ever having been on fhore, or having con- 
nection with any perfon or thing that had come from the 
(horc. And -what adds to the conclufivencfs of this ft ate- 
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ment is, that when the men get Tick on board, the cuftom 
in a number of the Weft-India iflands, is to fetid them on 
fhore to recover their health. 

If then, by importation, is meant the taking on 
board the feeds of Yellozu- Fever, and conveying them like- 
grains of coffee or rice (for this is the language) from one 
region to another, the whole doctrine is indifputably fal- 
lacious, being grounded on nothing better than a fuppof • 
ed analogy between things exceedingly different in nature 
from each other, and, on a mifreprefentation of fa£ts wi. 
has, alas ! too generally and too long been countenanced 
by phyficians and merchants of the higheft character. 

My other engagements prevent my adding any mprc! 
The contents of this letter are written with my ov/n hand , 
and if there was any body now with me to Whom I 
might di&ate, I could eafily add a few paragraphs on 'pi t ■ 
vention. This, however, muft make a part 01 a pubii:* 
report on that fubjecY, in which I am engaged, withfeve- 
ral gentlemen of learning, experience, and refpeciabii.

The fecond communication I received in a letter from 
Mr. Richardfon Underhill, a refpe&able merchant ol 'this 
city, on the 30th December, in anfwer to one which I had 
written to him, on the 23d of the fame month. 1 
Gentleman is indeed no regular bred -phyfician 3 bm a4 
from motives of humanity, he had been very attentive to' 
the diftreffes of the fick, during tke calamity of the \ 
1795? and being a perfon of observation, lie foon became 
acquainted with that mode of treatment ; which was moft 
conducive to their recovery. Upon the commencement 
of the fever of 1798, being again actuated by t : !e moft 
philanthropic principles, he embarked in the fame hazard- 
ous bufineiV, and was the happy means of mitigating the 
forrows of many of the afflicted. To thefe he not only 
preferred; but alio afliftcd in adminiftering fueh nredi- 
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cines* as were deemed proper. He likewife took care, 
that all thofe whom he faw in want, mould by fome means 
or other be relieved. A conduct like his, is above eulo- 
gium. The poor and needy, whofe wants were fuj plied 
and whofe difeafes were cured by his means will no doubt 
think, as long as they live, of their benefactor with gra- 
titude: 

The communication with which Mr. Underhill, has fa- 
voured me, appears to me, to be interelling and as I am 
convinced a will be coniidercd in the fame manner by 
molt ofmy readers, I {hall lay it before them without fur- 
ther apol'.

THY favor of the 23d. inft. I have the pleafure of ac- 
knowledging. In this thou afkeft my opinion, refpe£fing 
the origin of the diforder, to which fomany of our citi- 
zens have recently become viclims; the method of cure 
purfued by me, and my opinion, what mould be done by 
the proper authority, to prevent a return ofthis terrible 
peftileiv:e. 

In a mind, void of prejudice, it is more difficult, per- 
haps, to form an e;<a£l opinion of the origin of this difor- 
der, than molt people, upon a tranfient view of the fub- 
je6t, would fuppofc ; f6r my own part, neither my educa- 
tion, nor my inclination, will permit me to form any theo- 
ries, Concerning the firft engendering of pellilence, from 
combinations of gazes, or other caufes. The dens, in 
which it is bred, and in which it luj ks, until it ilfues forth 
to feize its prey, are more proper objecis for perfons in 
fphere of life to enquire out and explore. To this 
purpofe I have, frequently revolved* in my mind, whether 
it was an imported or homebred diforder, leveral circum- 
irances concurring to produce an opinion of its being the 
latter. The rapid progrefs of it, during one of the hoteft 
fummers we have ever cxperience'd, ju(L after a very heavy- 
fall of rain, which ftagnated in almoft an innumerable 
number of cellars and back yards * the malignancy of it 
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in the neighbourhood of fome of thofe cellars, many of 
them {towed with large quantities of putrid beef; in 
neighbourhood of filthy teWers, or other nuifances, and, 
alio, from its fpreading on Golden-hill and Ctifl 
which are in a northerly direction from fome of thofe dens 
of peftilence I havejuft mentioned, and of c i ibfe 

to be afted upon by the pre vailing- fouth wind tdw- 

everwell founded this opinion may be, with reijfeft to 
agency of thofe things, in producing the difeafe, f 
all thefe, other facts, which I will relate, has almqft in- 
duced me to believe, that all is not to he charged to them. 
They rendered the neighbourhood highly coniDuiiible, but 
perhaps a fpark of contagion might be neceffary to pro- 
duce fo dreadful a conflagration. The firft appearance of 
the diforder was in Front-ftreet, near Coen ties-flip, where 
Melanclon Smith died, about the 28th, or 29th of Ji 
and on the 30th Peter A. Schenkwas taken feverely i 
The following week, one Willbn, M. Smith, jen. Peter 
Duflan and wife, and A Adriance, had flight attack's, from 
whence it fpread to other families in a very fhorttime. •'• 
The next appearance of the fever was at the houfc of 
Henry Mead, at the lower corner on the well fide of 
New-flip. Some. time in July, the fhip Fame, laid to 
have arrived from fome one of the Well-India i Hands, 
came to the wharf next below the New-flip, and lay there 
fome time. About the 3d or 4th of Auguft, fome people 
went to difcharging the ballaft and pumping her out; a- 
niong the ballad, was a quantity of damaged ex- 

tremely putrid, which, with the water diicharged from the 
pump, was fo offenuve to the fmell, that the neighbours 
were induced to (hut their windows, efpecially while eat- 
ing. About the 6th of faid month, the following perform 
fpenta confiderable part of the day ai Mead's houfe, John 
Taylor, Ebenezer Taylor, Syivanus Seapjart, Ivlonmoutn 
Tlubbs, Walter Davis, Augultus P ung 

'man, clerk in a ft'ote near the r:: change ; of thefe 

* The people ofthisne.; ■■,. d laid the bl h Rcfoicfs to the 

ichooncr Fox, which arriv. cemie between the middle and latter 

part of July, and bawled 10 a wharf a little call of Coeoties-liip. where Hie 
unloaded, and upon pumpi her bilge-water was very offenfive ; 

but I think the filth to be obtei .'c3 in this par: oft] [-cite as i:kc".y to 

give them fever, as bilge-water and mo 1 
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dined there, and during their dinner, they were under the 
neceffity of (hutting up their doors and windows, though 
the weather was very warm, fo exceedingly were they an 
noyed by the ftench from the (hip. Of this company, 
coiiecUdfrom feveral quarters, and who difpcrfed to their 
refpcctive homes, not a fingle one efcaped fevere fick- 
nefs, whieh they were taken with in from 4 to 5 days, and 
of which John and Ebenezer Taylor died. Twq perfons 
belonging to the family were alfo fick. The next houfe 
above this, (there being none below it) was at the fame 
time vifited, and of 5 perfons, three were taken danger- 
oufiy ill and 2 died : Inthefecond houfe above, 3 more 
perfons were fick at the fame time, and 1 died; and the 
family of the houfe next to this, fhared a fimilar fate, 3 
were fick, two of whom died in a very fhort time. Many 
of the boatmen, whofe vefiels lay in the flip at this period, 
fared no better, a number of them being victims to this 
ftench, or the contagion it produced. On the eafl fide 
of the flip, the inhabitants at this time were as healthy as 
ufual for the feafon ; but in the neighbourhood northerly, 
• he diforder fpread with great rapidity ; fcarcely a family 
efcaped i'evere ficknefs for fome diftance in that direction •: 
it is to be obferved that the wind was wholly foutherly. — 
Nathaniel Clark, who lives in Cherry-ftreet, in this neigh- 
bourhood, was on the wharf where this fhip lay, and went 
home to his family, complained much of the ftench he 
had fmelt there, and in 3 or 4 days was taken with the 
fever, which he had feverely : Several of his family ficken- 
ed fhortly after. From thefe facts it appears that the fick- 
nefs in this quarter was caufed by the (hip ; whether it was 
created in her, or brought from another country, I cannot 
undertake to determine ; but be it as it may, the fever was 
undoubtedly there contagious; and fpread to diftant parts 
of the town by means of the fick ; the bodies of the inha- 
bitants having (as I fuppofe) been rendered ripe for its re- 
ception. From here I can trace it to the neighbourhood 
'olden-hill, where a man named Harper, died in Gold- 
ftreet on the 1 ith of Auguft. One Fowler died the 1 8th 
of fame month in John-ftreet ; and the 3d viftim was So- 
lomon Carl, who died on the 20th, in Gold-ftrect. Har- 
pei :raputcd the originof his ficknefs to his having crofted 
■:: c dick cf the fiiip beforcmentioned three days before he 
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was taken ; a refpeclable merchant was with him, who has 
fince told me they were offended with a very diiagreeable 
fmell. Solomon Carl was at the funeral of a woman na- 
med Jones, who had died in the neighbourhood of the 
New-Slip, about 3 days before he fickened himfelf. 
. The methods I purfued to cure the diforder were gene- 
rally very fimple, fuch as were dictated by nature, and a 
fmall fhare of experience I had in the year 1795. I en- 
deavoured always to purge the patient, bring on a gentle 
perfpiration and continue it, which treatment of itfelf I 
may fay cured hundreds ; the medicines I fclected to 
bring about thofe ends, were fuch as I deemed mikteft and 
mofl efficacious in their operation : for the firflt purpofe I 
ufed caftor oil, and for the other, warm teas of cat-nip or 
balm ; In obftinate cafes, or cafes attended with delirium, 
I ufed hot applications of afhes, bricks, &c. wet with vi- 
negar and fpirits, and if I could raife a perfpiration a cure 
generally enfued, particularly among middle aged perfons 
of good conltitutions. Thofe were the methods moll ufed, 
tho' I found it neceffary to varv and ufe other means at 
times, according to the conftitution of the patient, or ftage 
of the difeafe, when I firlt began my prescriptions. 

My opinion concerning what is neceffary to prevent a 
return of this diforder is formed from the facts I have before 
related. I think it neceffary to abfolutely prohibit ftagnant 
waters and to compel thofe perfons who have wet cellars, 
to keep them conftantly pumped out and cleaned ; to fill 
up the docks and (lips, if not entirely, at lcaft fuch parts 
of them as are too far from running water, or are expofed 
to the fun at low-water ; to prevent provifions from being 
ftored at all in town, during certain feafons of the year. 
Altho' this may be thought a great inconvenience, yet let 
it be remembered that the health of the whole ought not 
to be rifqued for the convenience of many, much lefs for 
a few ; at all events provifions ought to be kept oat of 
damp cellars in hot weather, for when they are not abfo- 
Imeiy fpoiled, their pickle fometimes fmells very o&en- 
five, and I judge all air to be noxious tbatoffends my nofe, 
at leaft, I know of no rule of judging which admits of 
fewer exceptions ; to fill up the common fewer s where 
practicable and let the filth which they are intended to 
appear to the eye in all its defer; i«fc will 
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tic a more i'pcccly removal ; where they cannot be fil- 
i.i» with propriety from the particular iituation of the 
t (if my fueh iituation exift) let lime be frequently 
put in them; to prevent veliels which may arrive from 
warm climates during certain months in the year fiorn 
coming to the city at all, until they have landed their car- 
i at forfte convenieut place, remote from the centre of 
population/* where ware-houies might- be prepared for 
the reception of iheir goods and from whence they might 
transported at little expence to their reipeciive con- 
res, after having been duly examined by a proper 
.er appointed for that purpofe, whofe duty it -mould 
alio be to fee that the mips were cleaned by admitting 
cjean water iu them and pumping it out, and afterwards pro- 
perly fumigating them, after which they might freely be ad- 
mitted to load at the ufual wharves. I alfo think, (from 
tions I have had with feveral judicious perfons 
upon the iubject) that it would be proper to introduce the 
of coal altogether as fuel in the low parts of the city, 
. e the ground has been made wholly, or in part by co- 
vering marlhas and (loughs j with a few feet of harder earth : 
The method to be fallen upon to caufe coal to be generally 
I in thofe iituations j would perhaps require much 
consideration, by thofe whole province it is to confider on 
it j but I am inclined to believe, if it mould be, found up- 
on due enquiry to be neceflary, the general. good fenfe of 
the people would lead them to adopt it without compul li- 
on. If to all thefe regulations, it were pofhbje to add the 
falubrious influence of a ftream of freili water, cleaning 
the furface of our flreets^ I think this city may yet be blef- 
fed with a good general {late of health. I have been thus, 
particular becaufe thou requeued it ; If, from what I have 
Viiuen, thou canft glean any thing of fervice to thyfelf 
or the public, it will give fincere pleafure to thy real 
friend.

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The prevalence oF the fever in New-York, is accounted 
for as follows, in-the Philadelphia Gazette of the 4th Hiit, 
under the New-York head : 

" FEVER. 

Avery confiderable alarm having taken place among 
the citizens, and the moft exaggerated reports circulated 
about the country, of the ficknefs with which certain parts 
of the city are atllidcd, we have thought it a duty to, make 
fuch enquiries as might enable us to place the matter in a 
point of view, as near the truth as poffible. 

" About the beginning of Augult, in confequence of 
the foul, unfiuifiied Hate of feveral water-lots, on the Eaft 
river, between Celerities and the Old-flip, upwards of 20 
pcribns were attacked nearly about the fa-ne time, with 
what appeared to be common colds, feme fhghtly, others 
more feverely; but the general occurrence of the fact in 
that neighdourhood, led to a belief that it arofe from a local 
caufe, and threatened fomething more ferious. The foul- 
nefs ofthe lots, and efpecially two vacant ones, being re- 
ceptacles of every kind of filth, wasconfidered asi/iai cauic-, 
and in purfuance of official arrangements, they were im- 
mediately covered with wholefome land : The effect was, 
a general reltoration of the fick. 

Ln the neighbourhood ofthe New-Hip, where the build- 
ings forthe moll part are fmall, and many of them inhabi- 
ted by poor people, who live in a crouded maimer, and 
in lituations incapable of proper ventilation, difeafes oc- 
curred about the 12th — a number of perions died — but 
at prefent there appears to be no great caufe of alarm 1:1 
that quarter. 

" About the fame period, or a little later, two or three 
perfons were feized at Biuce's wharf, with fufpicious 
iVmptoms, and fome deaths have taken place there and in 
its vicinity, owing, it is generally thought, to the ex- 
tremely foul condition of Bruce and Marfton's unfiUetJ 
lots, bounding on the Eaft-river, at the foot of Pine-ftreet 
the effluvia ifluing from them being highly putrid and of- 
fcniivei. Mea lures have been taken, and are now in ope- 
ration, to cover them with wholefome earth, by which 
means it is hoped the evil in that quarter, if it has amen 
from this fourcc, may be corrected. 
: D 
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u About the 20th, fcveral perfons were feized in ClifF- 
i'lreeu nearly in the fame manner as thoic between Coen- 
tics-flip and the Old-dip. At Hi [t they generally conhder- 
ed their complaints to be mere colds taken by deeping 
with open windows in the violent hot weather which then 
prevailed — Unfortunately, it was a more ferious cafe. 
The patients rapidly grew worle, -and feveral died as well 
there as in John, Gold and Rider-drcets, and Eden's-Al- 
iie.s, all lying within the vicinity of Burling-dip fewer. 
Thefe complaints, on inveftigation, were thought to pro- 
ceed, in part, from the ofFenfive date of that. fewer; 
which had, for fome time, become a receptacle for vari- 
ous- fpecies of putrid matter, and of which the mouth lies 
nearly oppofite John-ftreet, commonly called Golden-hill 
itreet — lb that whenever a South or S. E. wind prevailed, 
it blew through the fewer, and bore a column of edluvia 
up John dreet, and through that into Cliff and the adja- 
cent iircets, rendering the atmofphere intolerably bad. 
The bed informed phyficians are of this opinion. The 
head of the fewer has fincc been clofed by a valve-door, 
and a considerable quantity of quick-lime thrown into it, 
with a view of neutralizing its contents. A fimilar door, 
villi the fame intention, has been added to the Ferry- 
rheet fewer. 

" Other caufes are alfo alledged, and with great plau- 
fibility, at lead, ifnot certainty. 

'* It is well known that the cedalion of our commer- 
cial intcrcourfe with the French iilands, in confequence 
of their hodile violence, has greatly leflened the demand 
•ov proviiions ; of courfe large quantities of beef remain- 
ed in many cellars, particularly among the merchants of 
Pearl-drcet. Much of this, from what is now feen to be 
an improper mode of packing, as directed by a late law, 
has lately become tainted, emitted a very putrid effluvi- 
um — corrupting the air and contributing its fhare as a 
caufe of difeafe. We learn that the commifTioners of the 
health-office have taken meafures to have it all infpecied, 
and the fpoiled removed out of town. Much already has 
been lent awav, and the Remainder is going as fad as'pof- 
iible. 

• " Thefe caufes, with the immenfe fall of rain, and vi- 
olent heats, experienced in the courie of Augud, arc fup-

pofed to have originated the difeafe which has fpread fuch 
panic as to drive many families into the country. 

" On the moll diligent enquiry however, we cannot 
find out, that any f-rcat fnbjcfct of alarm cxilts, except 
in the neighbourhood of the New-flip — in the vicinity pf 
Burlivg-fiip-fewer-t-and at the foot of Pinc-itreet,. at 
which places fevered perfons have died. 

" Individual cafes have alfo occurred in other parts of 
the town, but, as in 1795, they remain infalated, and 
without communication to the attendants, as far as we can 
difcover. Thefe, it is generally thought, were taken at 
one or the other places before mentioned. 

" An opinion has been avowed by fomc, that the dii- 
cafe iias been imported, or arofe from damaged coffee, 
thrown out of a (hip on Kelly's dock, weft of the Ncrw- 
iiip. This, in the pre fen t inffanee, is utterly groundless, - 
and can lerveno purpofc but that of del u (ion. The quan- 
tity of refufc coffee, alluded toby our advocates -for 
ported contagion, did not exceed half a peck, and was 
the mere fweepings of the hold. 

" We are informed by a gentleman who lias been at the 
pains to colled a lift of the perfons interred in the fevcrai 
burial grounds, that during the lad week they averaged 
about 12 per day — and that previous to Sunday lali, there 
was no very unufual mortality for the feafon. 

4i With refpeft to new cafes, enquiry .at the bed- four- 
ces, enables us to lay they have very much declined wuh- 
in the laft 24 hours, and that the difeafe yields more readi- 
ly to medicine. 

" How far this ftatement authorizes the extreme a- 
larm which precipitates fo many citizensout of town, we 
donotknow; but it would at leaft be advifeable that all 
who remove fhould leave their houfes, cellars and yards 
in a cleanly condition — that fuch as remain may not he ex-. 
pofed to the bad effects of their carcleflheis and indifcre- 
tion. 

" The fyftcm of cleanlinefs adopted by the comnulTi- 
onersof the health ollice, we are happy toobferve, ispur- 
fuedwith encreafed vigour; and indefatigable efforts are 
daily made by that board, to preclude every fource of ;m-. 
pure air in the city. 

" This iiatcment may be depended ojii — it is the refuk 
of enquiry of the fit it authority." •• 
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To thefe opinions I fhall add another, which my readers, 

wiU no doubt, confider as being very rclpccbble • I 
mean that of our Health-Officer, Doctor Bayley. I 
have extracted what follows from a late veiy interfil- 
ing publication of his, entitled, " Letters jrom the 
Health-Office tc the Common Council." 



To the Common Council cj the City cf New-York. 

■ Health-Office, December 4, 1798. 
Gentlemen, 

IN addition to the fafls which are contained in the cor- 
refpondence between the Health CommiMioners and the 
Common Council for the year 1798, I mall offer to your 
conuderation a few remarks upon the origin and progrefs 
of the peftilcntial difeafe which has lately prevailed in this 
city ; and in order to corroborate what I may advance, I 
fhal), in the iirir place take a retrofpect of events which 
have annually taken place in this city, daring the warm 
months fmce the year 1795. 

According to the records of the Health-Office, the yel- 
low fever appeared in i796' l at White-hall, at the foot of 
Pine-iireet, at Burling-flip, and in the neighbourhood of 
Kooievelt-Rreet fewer. 

■ In 1797 between Coenf.ies and the Old.flip, in Front- 
itreet, ac the Fly-market in ieveral inftances, in Fletcher- 
ftreet, at Burling-flip, in Water-ftreet, adjoining Roole- 
vek-itreet fewer, in George-ftreet, and at the foot of Pine- 
ftreet. 

In 1798 the difeafe firft appeared about midway be- 
tween Coenties and the Old-flip, in Front-ltreet, be- 
tween the 1ft and 7th of Auguft. On the 7th of Auguft 
about twenty-three were reported fick to the Health-Of- 
fice. From that period feveral others fickened, and of the 
whole number one died. By the 26th of Auguit, the com- 
plaint had difappeared in that quarter in confequence of 
the meafures taken to remove the caufe, by covering the 
ofTenfive lots with clean, wholefome earth. 

On the 12th of Auguft, it appeared at No. 283, Watcr- 
flreetj in the cafe of Mr. Taylor, in an old broken build-

ing, on an unfmifhed lot at the. foot of Dover-ftreet, in 
v which 11 perfons died early in 1795, and which has fince 
been repeatedly reprefented as a nuifance. 

Auguit 1 2, alfo, the difeafe appeared in the cafe of John 
Henderfon, corner of James-ftreet, and Batavia-lane. On 
all fides of his refidence, which was a fmall crowded build- 
ing, there were funken lots in an unfinifhed ftate. 

Again, on Auguit 12, the difeafe appeared in William 
Whitlock, Card-maker, No. 51, Cherry -itreet. In the 
rear and to the loath of his refidence, the lots are very ge- 
nerally below the level of the ftrcets, and without drains. 

Auguit 13. Murdock M 4 Lean, Bruce's wharf, was 
feized, where the difeafe has regularly made its appear- 
ance every warm feafon fince the year 1795. 

The firft arrival of fick in this harbour, (to the know- 
ledge of the Health- Office) from Philadelphia, was on the 
13th of Auguit, in the New- York and' Philadelphia 
Packet. The Captain died on the paffage — the mate Was 
lick and was lent to Bellevue. 

Auguft 17. Tho. Collard fickened in Banker-ftreet. 
18. Nehemiah Fowler, John-ftreet. 

20. Fletcher-ftreet. 

21. R. Whitmore, George-ftreet.

From the preceeding ftatement, the yellow-fever made 
its appearance in different parts of the city on the fame 
day, and in the courfe of fix or eight days, in different 
ftreets, remote from one another. 

On the 8th Auguft the mercury in Farenheit'* Thermo- 
meter, at an elevation of 40 feet above the ground, and in 
the (hade, at two P. M. flood at 91 degrees.

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On the mornifcg of the 14th, the heavier! rain fell of any 
- year. It began at 5 A. M. and continue!.! 
without intermiihon till nine. Nmocious cellars, paitir 
cularly thoie in the low parts of the city, were filled with 
:..-.r. Liipenard's meadow, which may be confidcied an 
within the limits of the city was entirely overflowed. In 
fix clays it had not fubfided above ten inches j and the wa-, 
ter did jiot pais off, till a large drain was opened for that 
purpoie, by order of the Common Council. 

After the immenfe fall of rain on the 14th, the Ther- 
mometer, which had fallen on titatday to 78 role,

The fudden and great increafe of heat immediately after 
the violent rain, appeared to have a proportionately in- 
fluence in producing fever. Between that period and the 
2 2d Augufl, upwards of twenty perfons in Cliff-ftreet, 
were fei zed with flight indifpofitions, which they attributed 
to deeping with open windows during the preceding hot 
and moift weather, but which appeared rather as the fore- 
runner of yellow fever, for, not only the perfons thus in- 
ciifpofed^ but a number of others in the fame ftrect, had 
that difeafe m the courfe ox a few days. 

From this period the difeafe became more general; but 
its fatality was principally felt in Cliff-ftreet and its neigh- 
bourhood, at Catherine flip, in Water-itreet and on the 
imfmifhed grounds in the fouthern part of the city. 

Now Living feen that the yellow fever had made its ap- 
pearance in New-York every year, for feveral years pad, but 
has prevailed in very different degrees, it becomes a matter of 
great importance to determ y the difeafe was fo 

valentort the low nc grounds in 1795, 

vhilit it w^s fcarcely felt in the more elevated fituatioris : 
why, in 1 7^6, and 1797, its appearance was limited to 
particular . : .;ors ; and why, in 1798 it not only prevailed

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on all the new-made grounds, but alio in -parts of the city 
which had before been exempted from the -difeafe. 

Toanfwer thefe queftionsin fuch a manner, as to prove 
fatisfattory to -every one, might be a very difficult talk. 
I mall, however, offei fome reafons which may tend to 
(hew why the fever was more prevalent this year, than va 
the preceding years. 

It is well alcertained that in the year 1795, there was ari 
unufual degree of heat and moiflare in the atmofphere 
during the warmer months — that the Thermometer was 
confiderably higher than in 1796 and 1797, but that in 
1798, the heat greatly exceeded that of 1795. 

Now, as heat and- moifture are powerful agents in pro- 
ducing peftilential difeafes, fo mud the fame cauf'es necef- 
farily promote theextenfion of thofe difeafes. 

In the year '98, there werebelides, local caufes of fev~:r 
in this city, which did not exifl in the other feafons, and 
which, cooperating with the weather, ferved to extend the 
difeafe beyond the limits, to which it would probably have 
been otherwife confined. I have reference to the immenfe 
quantities of fpoiled beef, fifh, and other articles of a 
periihable nature, which were ffored in different parts of 
this city. The noxious exhalations ariilng from theie 
fources, in my appreheniion, was a great caufe why the 
difeafe arole and raged with great violence in particular 
fituations : And when we conhder the fudden appearance 
of the fever at Golden-hill and m ClifF-ftreet, and the great 
number which fickened nearly at the fame time, there is 
great reafon to believe this opinion well founded. 

About the 20th of Auguft, a report was mnde to the 
Health Office, that great quantities of fpoiled beef were 
irored in Pcarl-ftreet, between Burling and Beekman-flipi. 
The flench which iffued from fome of the cellars in this 
fituation, was fo confiderablc, as to prove very offenuve to 
thofe who paffed by, and became a fubjectof general ot>- 
fervation. Letters, in comequence,frorn the Health-Office, 
were addreffed to owners of provifmns in that quarter, en- 
joining them to have the beef examined, and to have fuch 
as was fpoiled, fent out of the city. Inftead, however, of 
adopting this plan, the beef was brought from the cellars 
into the flreet, the barrels opened, and the putrid pickle 
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thrown into the gutters. In fome instances the examina- 
tion ,, Lhe cellars, and the pickle difpoied of in 
the fa rifflHT. The gutters which conveyed away 
this pun fe, led to Bnrling-fiip fewer. 

The jeiative fituation of this fewer, and Cliff-ftreet is 
fuch that the foutherly and fouth-eafterly winds, force a 
current of air though the fewer, carrying with it the exhala.. 
tions anfing from the noxious matter collected together m 
that place, and having a direction to pafs more immediate- 
ly up Golden-hill, and into Cliff-ftreet; and every perion 
in that neighbourhood with whom I have converfed, agrees 
as to the orfeniive fmell of the air, previous to the appear- 
ance of the fever. 

On the 20th of Auguft, the wind, which had been blow- 
ing from the north and weft ^"ome days previous, fhifted to 
the fouth-eair, and continued to blow from that quarter 
fome time. In 48 hours after this, there was fcarcely a 
home in Pearl-ftrect, near where the fpoiled provifions- 
were ftored, in the lower end of John-ftreet, and in Cliff- 
ftreet, which did not contain fick. 

The fudden appearance of fever in this part of the city, 
and the great number which were in fo fhort a time affec- 
ted, proves the local nature of thecaufe ; and to . the one 
which I have juft mentioned, I have no helkation, in 
afenbing all the effects which were experienced. 

If what we have alledged, be admitted fufficient to ex- 
plain the appearance of fever which took place in Cliff-- 
itreet, &c. we have made fome advances towards account- 
ing for the general prevalence of the difeafe in 1798.* 

But, gentlemen, we have further to remark a particu- 
lar difference in the warm feafons of 1798 and 1795. 

In 1795 the Weather was warm and moift, but there 
was but very little rain. 

In 1798 the weather was not only much warmer, but 
was accompanied by fudden and heavy rains. 

Immediately after the rains the public papers teemed 
with addreffes to the citizens, entreating them to empty. 
their cellars of the water which had collected in them, or 
the molt fatal effects would be felt from neglect, or inat- 
tention to this circumftance. It is not my intention to 
difpute the opinion advanced by theic writers. But, if

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the production of difeafe, was to be apprehended from the 
lodgment of water in places v/here the fun's, rays never en- 
ter, what effects were to be expected from the ponding of 
water in thofe numerous lots and yards within this city, 
which are feveral feet below the level of the ftreets, con - 
taining dead animal and vegetable matters, and to which 
the rays of the fun have full accefs ? I wim you, gentle- 
men, to reflect ferioufly upon this comparison, and be- 
lieve, thatwhilfl; thofe fun ken, undrained lots are fu Mur- 
ed to remain in their prefent (fate, unlefs caufes ceafe to 
produce their effects, difeafes mult inevitably refuit. 

On examining the records of the legislature of this (late, 
it will he found, that petitions have been^referred to that 
body, for permiffion toere£l mill-dams on certain ftreams 
of water in fome of the northern counties, and the prayer 
of the petitioners has been granted. The confequence 
was, that considerable tracts of low grounds in. the neigh- 
hood of the mill-dams, were overflowed in the fpr'ing, and 
after the water had pa-fed off, and the furface of thofe- 
grounds w ere expofed to the influence of the fun, exhala- 
tions of fo baneful a nature arofe, as to produce a fever 
©f abilious type, which attacked almoft every bodv with- 
in a certain diftance from their fource, and proved very 
mortal in it's effects. The caufe of this ficknefs being to 
obvious, petitions were prefented to the legislature, pray- 
ing for a redrefs of the grievances. To correct the evil, 
it of courfe was neceffary-todeftroy the mill-dams, assd as 
foon as the waters were unobstructed, and allowed to flow 
in their ufual channel, the country became as healthy as 
before. 

Permit m<v gentlemen, to afk the following queftions: 
If the refuit of exhalations arifmg from grounds which 
have been covered with water in an open country, has 
been the production of bilious remitting fevers, attended 
with confiderablc mortality, what-refult ought v.e to ex- 
pect from thofe exhalations which arife from the ponding 
of water on 150 acres of low grounds and funken yards 
and lots ih a crouded cjty, and of a fouthern afpect ? 

Before I conclude, I fhall take the hberty of noticing 
fome of the public meafures that have been adopted for 
the .vcmoval of caufes of difeafe in. this city. I mall con- 
fine myfelf to two principal objects :

FirJK, The want of a fufficient defcent on the low 
grounds along the call-river, to cany off the waters from 
the (heels, is generally admitted. A confklerable' quan- 
tity of water mull neceffarily ltagnate in the gutters of thefc 
Iheets, and alio in the funken pavement. In dry weather 
this lodgement corifiUs principally of water which has been 
u-fed for culinary and ojhei , family purpofes, and muft 
therefore, be fuppofed to abound with matters to afford 
noxious exhalations. 

By an ordinance of the Corporation for cleaning the 
ftreets, the inhabitants are .directed to fcrape out the dirt 
and filth collected in the gutters, and heap them up in 
the (Ireets, to be removed by the fcavengers in the ccurfe 
■of the. day. 

Now, does this regulation in any degree fubferve the 
pnrpofes for which it was ordained ? Does ngt the fpread- 
ing of this fjirt and filth, and expo fin g hew and greater 
fnrfaccs, increafe the.mifchief which the meafure was in- 
tended to corretl ? I believe, gentlemen, there will be 
found no other means to rid the low grounds of this city, 
from the baneful effects of ftagnant waters, and an accu- 
mulation of noxious matters, than their being freely waffl- 
ed by currents of water flowing over them. 

Second. In the lame ordinance, the citizens are pro- 
hibited from throwing into the ftreets, from their refpect- 
ive houfes, cellars, or yards, any dirt, filth, or offals 
whatever, except on certain days. How will this be found 
to operate in removing the caufes of difcafe ? Should we 
not rather afk, how this will be found to operate in m- 
creajing the caufes of difeafe ? One moment's reflection, 
I prefume, will convince us that fome means ought to be 
adopted to remedy a. fyftern fo fraught with mifchief, and 
for thefe meaps 1 take the liberty of referring you to letter 
70, addreffed by the Commiffioners of the Health Office 
fo the Common Councii.

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From the preceding ftatements, it will appear to mv 
readers, that the caufe of the origin or' thisdiiorder, is llifl 
a matter of queflion amongft the learned; and that it U 
not as yet fully decided, whether the calamity, with which 
the cities of the United States have within thefe few years 
been repeatedly afflicted, has been imported, or that it is 
engendered in our own country. Several rcafons, how- 
ever, induce me to incline to the latter opinion. 

Firjl. We are fituated in the fame latitude with thofe 
places of the old. world, where peftilential diforders annu- 
ally predominate. With thofe places we are alike expof- 
ed during the fummer months to the united effefis of 
heat and moifture, and from iimilar caufes iimilar erica-, 
may be always expelled. 

Secondly. The fever with which we were lately afflict- 
ed, although its firft appearance was at one pamct.W fpor, 
viz. Coenties-flip, yet it was foon afterwards feen in fo 
many different parts of the city, and fo far remote from 
one another, that it is by no means probable that the con- 
tagion could be communicated fo fpeedily. Indeed-, if 
the contagion was imported, it would feem to me, that 
there muft have been at lead (even or eight different fen- 
ces of infection, orit couldnot have appeared in every di- 
rection from the Ihip-yards to the battery, ahrooft about 
the fame time. 

Thirdly. As a proof that this fever may be engendered™ 
Our climate, i't may be added that it had aUlihvrem time* 
made its appearance in the vicinity of low marihy grounds 
both in this and the neighbouring dates. fSee % We&<fltr % f 
Collection ai r Papers onthefubjeB of Bilious Fevers pa- 
tent in the Untied States for a few years pa jl) and thai it' 
appeared in the ftate of New-jcrfey dm'itfg the 
autumn, is pretty evident from the two following ex'.r i 
of letters from two eminent phylicians in that llace : 

Extract of a letter from Dr. Jonathan Elmer, of Bridge - 
town, Aevj-Jerjey, to a Phyfcian in Philadelphia, dated 
• December 6. - 

" From many fafts I am induced to believe (tho' very 
reluctantly) that there were cafes of the yeHow-fever in 
this place during the laft autumn, which originated on the 
fpot, and that its propagation was occasioned, or at lealt 
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promoted, by local infection, or generated in the place 
of its origination." 

Er.tr aft of a letter from Dr. Lummis, of Woodbury, dated 
Dec. 4 to a Phyfician in Philadelphia. 
u During the late autumn, in the months of September 
and Oclober, I vifited feveral perfons affected with the 
bilious yellow-fever, who had no poffible opportunity of 
deriving their difeafe from any foreign fource. Knowing 
that this difeafe might have been of domeltic origin, and 
probably introduced among them from the city of Phila- 
delphia, I was exceedingly particular in my enquiries on 
this point, and being fatisfied from the teitimony of the 
perfons attacked, and of the families in which they refided, 
of their not having any communication with the city oi 
Philadelphia for a long time previous to their fuffering 
with the difeafe > and of their having avoided, in the molt 
careful manner, all intercourfe with families affected with 
the yellow-fever in their own neighbourhood, I have no 
hefitation in believing their difeafe to have been the offs- 
pring of local caufes. The Majority of thefe cafes have 
occurred in families living on farms fituated on the Jerfey 
more of the Delaware. The mod valuable part of thefe 
farms con lift of meadow; the proximity of thefe fituations 
to the Delaware, and large tracts of meadow land lead me 
to afcribe their difeafe (aided by a peculiar ftate o! the 
air) »o the exhalations or marfh effluvia, arifing from the 
low grounds lituated near the banks, and the meadows id 
the vicinity of the Delaware. The peculiar difpofition 
of thefe exhalations to produce difeafe and death, 'Was 
evinced early in the leafon by the mortality which pre- 
vailed among the fowls and cats in this neighbourhood. I 
am not alone in having feen cafes of yellow-fever which 
cannot be traced to contagion. Similar facts have been 
witneffed this feafon by other Phyficians, in various parts 
of New- Jerfey." 

I have already obferved that our climate being the fame 
with thofe places in the old world, whieh are annually ex- 
poled to peitilential diforders, we cannot expect to be en- 
tirely exempt from them. But at the fame time I am 
fully perfuaded, that if we . make ufe of thofe means, 
which Divine Providence has put in our power, we have 
ttle to apprehend, on the fcore of their return or fpread- 
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ing in this country. In Turkey where peftilential disor- 
ders are exceedingly prevalent, fuch is the indolence of 
the inhabitants that little or no attempts are made to pre- 
vent their return or to {top their ravages : for to ufe the 
words of Mr. John Payne, in his excellent fyftem of Ge- 
ography, now publifhing in this city, by John Low, 
Bookfeller, at the Shakefpeare's Head, No. 332 Water. 
fheet, " The doctrine of predefiination and frill more the 
barbarifm of the government have hitherto prevented the 
Turks from attempting to guard againft this definitive 
diforder, (meaning the plague) : the fuccels however, of 
the precautions taken by the Franks, has of late began to 
make fome impreffions upon many of them'. The 
Christians of the country, who trade with European .na- 
tions, would be difpofed to (but themfelves up like them ; 
but this they cannot do without the authority of. the 
Porte. It feems indeed, as if the Divan would at lad pay 
fome attention to this objeGt, if it be true thai ah edic> was 
iffUed in 1783, for the eftablimment of a Lazaretto at. 
Conftantinople and three others at Smyrna, Candia, ancl 
Alexandria. The government of Tunis adopted this wife 
meafure fome years' ago ; but the Turkifh police is every 
where fo wretched, that little fuccefs can be hoped from 
thefe eftablifhments notwi-hftanding their extreme impor- 
tance and the fafety of the Mediterranean dates." 

The above is the ftate of peridental diforder amongO: 
them; but finely with us it is widely different. Many 
of our citizens, indeed, believe in the doctrine of predefii- 
nation as well as the Turks ; but at the fame time, almoir. 
every individual in cafe of any calamity, thinks it his du- 
ty to make ufe of thofe means which Providence has put 
in his power, to avert it. Our police is hkcwiie, by no 
means, wretched. Our magiftrates, to whom tire health. 
of our citizens is confided, are men of intelligence, and 
when the fources from which peftilence arsfe in our cities 
is better underltood, which from the meaiuVes lately taken, 
we may foon expefct, there is little doubt, that our cities 
fhall in a fhort time be either wholly exempt from, or at 
leaft partially vifited by the direful calamity of the yellow - 
fev er. 

To prevent its return has not only been an objeB: of 
defirous enquiry with the magiltrates of different ci 
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but alfo with our national government ; for the Prefident 
of the United States, in his fpeech on the opening of the 
lad feflipn of Congrefs, thus addreffed himielf to the Se- 
nate and Iloulc of Reprefentatives : — 

" While with reverence and rcfignation we contem- 
plate the difpenfations of Divine Providence, in the a- 
larming and deltructive peftilence with which feveral of 
our cities and towns have bren vilited, there is caufe for 
gratitude and mutual congratulations, that the malady has 
dilappeared, and that we are again permitted to aflemble 
in fafety, at the feat of government, for the difcharge of 
our important duties. But when we reflect, that this 
fatal dilorder has, within a few years made repeated rava- 
ges in fome of our principal feaports, and with increafed 
malignancy, and when we confider the magnitude of the 
evils ariiing from the interruption of public and private 
bulineis, whereby the national interefls are deeply affecled ; 
I think it my duty to invite the legiflature of the union to 
examine the expediency of eltablifhlng fuitable regulati- 
ons in aid of the health laws of the refpeclive Hates ; for 
thefe being formed on the idea that contagious ficknefs 
may be communicated throughout the channels of com- 
merce, there feems to be a necelfity, that Congrefs who 
alone can regulate trade, mould frame a" fyftcm which, 
while it may tead to preferve the general health, may be ' 
compatible widi the interelts of commerce, and the fafety 
of :he revenue." 

The Governor of Pennfylvania, likewife in his addrefs 
to the legiflature of that Rate, recommends to their feri- 
-ous coniideration, fuch meafures as he believed mod 
likely to prevent a like violation as that of the autumns 
of 1793, 1797? ^nd 1798 ; and I am happy to add, that 
the bulineis will no doubt be taken up by the general go- 
vernment of the Union, as a committee was appointed 
to report on that part of the prefident's fpeech, which 
refpected this truly important fubjetl. To this I may add 
that the Common Council of New York, anxious to 
guard our city agamft the return of pciliience, addrelled 
the Medical Society, fopn after the decline of the di {'or- 
der requeiUng them to give their opinions with refpect 
to its origin, beft method. of prevention, 8cc, and that in 
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confequence the fociety appointed ar committee of their 
own body, confifting of Doftors Samuel L. Mitchell, 
James Tillary, and John B. Rodgers, to consider the mau 
ter, and to report accordingly. The literary talents of 
thefe gentlemen are well known, and their zeal and anxi- 
ety to prevent the fufferings of the diftreffed, will never 
be called in queftion. We may, therefore, fpeedily cx- 
pe&, from their united efforts, a publication, Which will 
be read by moil of our citizens with the greateft avidity j 
and which I have no'doubt will be productive of the hi<>h- 
eft utility. 

The fituation of our fellow-citizens in Philadelphia, was 
not very different from thofe of New-York. What, there- 
fore, might be ufeful to prevent the return of the fever 
in one place, may be of equal utility in another. I mall, 
therefore, lay before my r eaders the opinion of the aca- 
demy of medicine of Philadelphia, addrelfed to the go- 
vernor. 

On the Origin and Means of preventing the return' of the 
Yellow Fever. 
Sir, 

IN order to comply with your requeft to the academy 
of medicine, communicated by Dr. Samuel Duifield, 
the confulting phyfician of the port, refpecling the means, 
of preventing the return of the epidemic fever which has 
lately afflicted our city, the academy have conceived the 
hiftory of its origin, neceflarily connected with their 
anfwer. 

We believe it was derived from the following fources : 

1. The exhalations of the alleys, gutters, docks, and 
common fewers of the city ; and from flagnating water in 
its neighborhood. 

2. The foul air difcharged with the ballaft of die {hip 
Deborah, and the cargo of the brig Mary ; the former of 
which arrived from Hifpaniola on the 18th of July, and' 
the latter on the. 29th of the fame month. We rejecl tin- 
opinion of an imported human contagion in either of the 
above veffels. It has not been afierted that any perion 
died of the yellow fever on board the Mary, during her 
voyage: and if it be faid, that feveral perlbns died on 
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board the Deborah #£-that difeafe, on her paflage to this 
citv, we cannot admit that they contaminated the timbers 
or contents of the fhip in fuch a manner, as to fpread the 
difcafe to perfons at feveral hundred feet diftance from 
the wharf at which (he was moored. The improbability 
of this opinion will appear from two confederations. 

Firft— The difeafe is not contagious in the Weft Indies; 
and rarely, if ever fo, in die United States in hot weather, 
at which time only it makes its firft appearance in our 
country. So general is this opinion, that fome phyficians 
have unfortunately refufed to admit the exiftence of tho 
fever in its commencement in our city, only becaufeit was 
not contagious.. 

Second — The difeafe was in no inftance propagated by 
thofe perfons who were fuppofed to have derived it from 
human contagion, adhering to the timbers and contents 
of the Deborah and Mary, and who died with it in parts 
bf the city remote from the influence of the foul, air of 
thofe vcffels. 

It is laid that the contagion of the yellow fever is not 
uniform in its effects, it ought, at . leaft, to be admitted, 
thatita£ts with moft certainty where it exifls with moft 
force; but a reverfe of this took place in the fuppofed 
origin of our late fever, from imported contagion. We 
are the more determined in our opinion of the foul air of 
the Deborah and Mary being the caufe of many cafes of 
our fever, from fimilar cafes of fever having been often 
produced from fimilar caufes, inftances of which were 
mentioned in our letter to you laft year. 

In fupport of our opinion of the difeafe being deprived 
from the exhalations of our city before enumerated, we 
fhall mention the names of the following perfons, who had 
the fever before the arrival of the Deborah or Mary in our 
port, viz. Benjamin Jones, from Berger's court, June 2d. 
Mary W'rigglefworth, near the corner of Walnut and 
Tenth ftreets, June 6th ; Rebecca Trefted, in Front be- 
tween Spruce and Union ftreets, June 1 ith; Eliza Curran, 
Fourth below South ftreet, 27th June ; Mark Miller, 
Callowhill ftreet, and Molly Zeller, Race ftreet, July 
2d; Mifs Byrne, Spruce, between Second and Third ftreets,. 
July 11th; Mr. Vannoft, Shannon ftreet wharves, July 
12th. We obferved, moreover, and heardofaconfiderable 
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number of perfons who had the difeafe in the weftern 
parts of the city, and in Southwark and the Northern Li- 
berties, who had not been expofed to contagion, nor 
breathed the air in the neighbourhood of Water-ftreet for 
many weeks, and in fome inftances for feveral months be- 
fore they were attacked by that fever. 

In addition to the arguments in favour of the domeftic 
fources of the fever that have been mentioned in our for- 
mer letter, we fhall add four more that we think cannot 
be refuted. 

1. The atmofphere of our city, during the prevalence 
of the fever, produced fenfations of pain or ficknefs in ma- 
ny people who came into it from the country ; the fame 
atmofphere became the caufe of the. difeafe and death in 
others who vifited the city, and who carefully avoided 
lodging, or any intercourfe with perfons infected by the 
fever. 

2. The difeafe prevailed in many inland towns of the 
United States, which had no intercourfe with fea-poir 
towns in which it was epidemic. Thofe towns were, in 
every inftance we have heard of, fituatcd near to putrid 
fubftances, or ftagnating water. 

3. The difeafe was rarely contagious, even when it ter- 
minated in death, when carried into the country, or into 
towns not expofed to putrid exhalations. 

4. The general extinction of the difeafe by froft, clear 
ly proves that it exifts chiefly in the atmofphere ; and that 
it is not derived, in the firft inftance, from human conta- 
gion • for froft, it is well known, does not aft in the au- 
tumnal months upon the bodies of the fick, nor upon 
their beds, cloathing, or any other fuppofed receptacle of 
contagion. 

We wifh to direel the attention of our fellow-citizens to 
thehiftory of thecaufes and remedies of peftilential dil- 
eafes in foreign countries : In the ages of medical fuper- 
ftition, when thofe difeafes were believed to be imported, 
they nearly depopulated cities for many fuccemve years. 
Frequent and accumulated fuffering at laft begat wifdom. 
The caufes of peftilence were difcovered to exiift in all 
countries, and domeftic remedies were applied to remove 
them. The effeel of this change in the opinion and con. 
duel of the nations of Europe, has been the almojt gciv-- 

F 
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ral extirpation of malignant fevers from their cities and 
lea-ports. We have -many documents to prove that the 
rence of the yellow fever has been preventer! in the 
cities of Europe by cleanlinefs^ It formerly prevailed in 
Italv, Spain, France, Germany, Holland, and occafion- 
atte, in Britain and Ireland, under the names of putrid, 
malignant, and bilious fevers, a'lfo of xhc gall-ficknifs and 
of the black . fectr. The la'ft name was derived from the. 
• -. vomiiJiVg, which is fo often the fymptom of ap- 

^chiup: death rn hiilious fevers. 

We atetbe more confiimedin the opinion we have de- 
livered, that the yellow fever H a native difeafe of our 
country, by dii covering that the fame opinion is held 
moft of thephyficians and citizens of our filler dates. We 
lament the prevalence of an opinion, that the admiiTioii 
of truth upon this fubjecl, will injure the credit of our ci- 
ty. Truth, upon ail fubjetls. is ultimately friendly to 
general in tereft and happinefs, while the reuiedies of the 
evils of error, are always of a partial and tranhtory nature. 
We conceive that the report of the exigence of a nature 
io (untile as to elude the utmoft force of the health-laws, 
and the greateft vigilance of health-officers, will be much- 
more injurious to our city, than a belief of its being deri- 
ved from eaufes which are obvious to our fenfes, and 
which by active exertions might be'eafily and certainly re- 
moved, without oppreffing or injuiing our commerce. 

We fhall repeat, in this place, the means recommended 
by us- in our former letter, With the addition of fome o- 
thers for preventing a return of the difeafe. 

i. " Removing all thofe matters from our ftreets, gut- 
ters, cellars, gardens, yards, ftores, ponds, vaults, Sec. 
which, by putrefaction in warm weather, afford the mod 
frequent caufc 'of the difeafe in this country. For this' 
p'urpofe, we recommend the appointment of a certain 
number of phyhcians, whofe buiinefs it (hall be to infpect 
all fuch places in the city, the northern-liberties, and 
Southwark, as contain any" matters capable by putrefacti- 
on, of producing the difeafe, and to have them removed. 

2. " We earneitly recommend the frequent warning of, 
all impure parts of the city in warm and dry weather, by 
means of the pumps, until the water of the river SchujiV 
kill can be made to watt* all the ftreets of the city • a mea- 1 
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fare which we conceive prorrsifes to our citizens the m 
durable exemption from billions fevers of nil kiaci.^ of 
domeftic origin. 

3- " To guard again!! the frequent fonrce of yeb 
fever from the noxious air in the holds of veff&s, we re- 
commend the uniadmg .fuch vefle!s.a.s contain cargoes li- 
able to putrefaction, and the aifchargmg the ballaft cf«all 
vefTelsatadiftancefrom the city, during tfee months of 
June, July, Auguft, September, and October. Jo pre- 
vent the generation of noxious air m the holds of veffets, 
we conceive every velTel mould be obliged by lavfr to eai 1 y 
and ufe a ventilator, and we recommend, in a particular 
manner, the one lately invented by Mr. Benjamin Wyn- 
koop. We believe this invention to be one of. the moft 
important and.ufeful that has been made in modern time?, 
and that it is calculated to prevent not only- the decay, of 
mips and cargoes, but a very frequent fouvce of peftilen- 
tial difeafes of all kinds in commercial cities," 

4. The filling up, or cleaning the docks in fuch va iri > 
ner, that no matters capable of putrefaclton, fhall be ex r 
pofed to the rays of the fun at low water. 

5. The doting the common fewers, fo as to admjt w;i- 
ter only, and the daily removal of the filth of the city. 
ftined to flow into them, by .means of covered carts or 
waggons made for that purpofe. 

6. The prevention of the filth of the city frpm ,beirig ac- 
cumulated, and ftagnathg in its neighbourhood. 

7. The prohibition of alhes and narrow iheets in the 
future improvement of the city. 

8. An alteration of the prefent health law, which, by 
detaining vcfi'els with perifhable cargoes for ten 

the hofpital, in hot weather, is calculated to inc.reafe the 
foiil air in their holds ; and we recommend alio, that 
vefTel, owned by a citizen' of Philadelphia, be permitted 
to leave or to enter our ports, that is not provided with a 
ventilator. 

We fhall conclude our letter by depjr(fatmg,*iattbe moil 
folemn manner, the continuance of a be' i ; po- 

ied importation of our fever, an o.pinion which has led to 
the total negligence of the means of preventing its rexurn;; 
alfo by humbly hoping, that a meroi . /nay 

not correct our ignorance and prejudices by frequent re- 
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turns of a calamity, which in five years fwept away ten 
thoufand of our inhabitants, and which in a few years 
may, if not obviated by the only proper remedies, (under 
the influence of the prefent inflammatory conftitution of 
the atmofphere) annihilate our city.

DESULTORY OBSERVATIONS and REFLECTIONS. 



THE following obfervation made by Mr. Charles 
Holt,' in his account of the yellow fever as it appeared 
at New-London, in the fall of 1798, is equally applica- 
ble to this and to every other city attacked with peftilence: 
" What ill iking inftances of the tranfitorinefs of life does 
fuch a difeafe afford ! We fee men exulting in the bloom 
of youth and prime of health and ftrength, in three or 
four fhort clays numbered with the dead. Our gayeft 
companions, our lovelicft friends, in lefs than a week, are 
laid in the duft. When we are daily witnefling thefe fcenes 
around us, who can avoid reflecting often, and feelingly, 
that, his turn may he next ! yet the mind, when habitu- 
ated to the mod afflictive and extraordinary events, be- 
comes hardened, and views them with unconcern and in- 
icnce. Difeafe, and death, the moft dreadful acci- 
dents that can afflict the human frame, when made fami- 
liar to the fight, ceafe to infpire dread, and are ranked with 
the moft common occurrences. 



Upon the firft appearance of the fever, many of our 
inhabitants had recourfe to fome fort of fuppofed preven- 
tatives againft infection. Thus, fome chewed garlic, o- 
thers fmoaked tobacco, and others hoped to avoid the dii- 
order by having recourfe to fmelling-bottles 3 handker- 
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chiefs dipped in vinegar, camphor bags, Sec. fp that few 
individuals could be feen in the ftreets, without one or 
other of the fe applied to his noftrils. At laft, however, 
expeiience had proved, .that thefe were inefficacious. A 
reliance on divine Providence fucceeded, and in the moft 
terrible ftages of the diforder, the citizens difcovered the 
moft decent fortitude, and the greatefl reftgjaation. Thcfe 
imaginary preventatives were therefore thrown aide. 



It has often been faid, that temperance was the beft 
prefervative againft infection. The obfervation, in gene- 
ral, is certainly juft ; but it may, and, during the late 
calamity has, been carried too far. For my part, 
from what has come under my own knowledge, I have 
no hefitation in afTerting, that to perlons, who had been 
accuftomed to live freely, nothing could be more danger- 
ous, than to become remarkably abllenuous upon the ap- 
pearance of this diforder. Perfons of the above defcription, 
Ihouldin my opinion, have continued to live in their ufual 
manner ; by which means, they would have been more 
likely to repel infection, or if infecled, they would have 
more ftrength to refift the attack. But whilft I conlider 
abftinence in luch a htuation, as being highly improper, a 
ftate of intemperance is certainly more fo, for were it ne- 
ceffary, I could mention the names of fe vera I individuals, 
who, whilft in a ftate of intoxication, were attacked with 
the fever, and in two days after, w^ere tenants of the grave. 
The fate of fuch people might be pronounced almoft with 
certainty : they werefeized with fymptoms of a peculiar- 
ly malignant nature, and their death teemed unavoidable. 



Mr. Carey, in his account of the Yellow Fever in Phi- 
ladelphia, in the year 1793, mentions fome diltrctfing 
fcenes which took place, in that city, La convenience of 
fome women in labour, being greatly at a lofs for want 
of affiftance. Difficulties of the lame fort, occurred in 
New York, during the fjeknefs of 1798, but by no 
means in the fame degree. There were however fcveral 
inftancesof diltrefs, in this particular, of which I {hall only 
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icled one. My wife was taken in labour on the 20th 
Sept. about 9 in the evening. I applied to riiarty Doctors 
and Midwives. Some were really lick j fome pretended 
to be fo, and others candidly told me, that in confequence 
of the peftilence, which prevailed in my vicinity, they 
would on no account attend. At five in the en filing morn- 
ing, I applied to Mrs. Bunting, a midwife at Deans dock 
Greenwich Street, who immediately came with me. I 
would not have mentioned this circumftance ; but that it 
afterwards came to my knowledge, that Mrs. Bunting, in 
cafes where the diforder raged with the utmoft malignity, 
never helitated to attend any perfons in that fituation, and 
that too in many cafes where fhe mufl have been con- 
vinced, Ihe would never receive any emolument. Such 
inftances of dilinte'refted philamhropy, ought not, in a pub- 
lication of this fort to be omitted. They do- honour to 
human nature. ' 



No difeafe has, perhaps, on any previous occafion 
been more fatal to phyficians, than that with which We 
were lately afflicled : for during its prevalence, exclufive 
of medical ftudents, no lefs than fixteen phyficians have 
been l'wcpt off, ra discharging the perilous dudes of their 
profelTion. Thefe are Doctors Andrews, Brooks, D. 
Chickering, Disgley, Peter Faugeres, John B. Hickfc, 
]ohn B. [ones, Melchen Caldwell, Lamb, Millegari, 
J. B. Scandella, Elihu H. Smith, Teller, Tredwell, V 3 - 
lick, and Young. As all thefe gentlemen fell facrifices 
to their endeavours to relieve the diftrefTed, it might 
appear invidious, were I to point out thofe, who in my 
opinion were moft uleful and eminent in their profeflion. 
1 ihall therefore only mention fhe cafe of J. B. S r :andella, 
who, being a foreigner of diftinguifhed literary abilities, 
and poffeffed of the moil philanthropic principles, along 
with the others, fell a facrifrce to his humanity. This 
gentleman was a native of Venice, and defcended of 
one of the moft noble families in that country. He was, 
however, more diftinguifhed by the fpelndour of his ta- 
lents, than by the nobility of his birth. A liberal curiofi- 
ty had led him to this country, when he had juft finifhed 
his refearches, and was preparing to embark for Europe, 
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when motives of humanity led. him bark to Philadelphia, 
in the height of the late Epidemic. From thence he re- 
turned in fix days, having previoufly contracted that fatal 
difeafe, of which he expired, after a fhort, though very 
painful illnefs, in the bloom of his age, and the vigour of 
his faculties. The great attention which was paid to this 
unfortunate ftranger, by Dr. Elihu H, Smith, was like- 
wife in all probability, the immediate caufe of his death. 



It is very remarkable, that although, there, were, during. 
the time of this peftilence, about 800 people in the 
Alms Houfe, no more than 24 died in all, and of thefe, 
only 7 of the.diforder. It is likewife certain that thefe 7,' 
caught the piftemper in the city, and that, in no mltance,' 
con agjon was communicated from one to another in that 
building. This uncommon healthinefs in a place, where 
there were fo many people together, may, in all probabili- 
ty be attributed to its airy fituation, the fpacioufnefs of 
the rooms, the remarkable cleanlinefs infilled upon by 
the manager Mr. Dodge, and the iiberal ufe of lime. 



It has been remarked, that during- the feveial vifitations. 
of yellow fever, with which different cities of the United 
States have been afflieled, that more men than women 
have died of the diforder, in the proportion in general of' 
about four to three ; but during the' peftilence of lait au- 
tumn, in this city, the proportion of the men who were 
cutoff was ftill greater; there being- very nearly about 
two men for one woman. This difproportion, however, 
of the fatality to the two fexes, need not appear Itrangc, ' 
when we confider that men, by the nature of their emp. 
ment, are more expofed to infection than women. The 
man having occafion to buttle about from one place to 
another, whilft the woman's particular province is the Rf- 
perintendance of the family concerns. 



4$ A\ T ACCOUNT OF THE &c 

It has been formerly aflerted by feveral phyficians of 
eminence, that the blacks were much lefs fubjeft to the 
ravages of the Yellow Fever, than the whites. This opin- 
ion was no doubt productive of confiderable utility to the 
citizens of Philadelphia, during their affliction of the year 
1793, as the people of colour were almoft exclufivejy the 
only perfons, who would venture to nurfe the fick. The 
idea, however, that they ran no rifque of receiving infec- 
tion appeared fallacious, as many of them died in that city, 
during the time of that ficknefs. I may add, that during 
o.ur late calamity, I have every reafon to believe that the 
fatality was fully as great amongft the blacks, as the whites 
in proportion to their numbers. This, however, may not 
appear to a number of my readers, when they find in my 
hit containing the number of perfons interred in each of 
the burying grounds of this city, that I have only men- 
tioned 4 1 negroes. It ought therefore to be obferved, 
that exclufive of thefe 41 who were buried in what is call- 
ed the Negroes Burying Ground, there were no doubt, 
fix times that number buried in the Potter's field, at Belle- 
vac*, arid in fome of the grave yards of this city. 



Some extracts of letters from Philadelphia, published 
in our newfpapers in this city, announce, that there are 
Mill feveral caTes of yellow fever amongft them. -There 
are alfo reports to the fame purpofe with refpect to its ex- 
iftence amongft us, Jan. 16th; but upon the moft particular 
enquiry of a number of refpe&able Phyficians, and others, I 
cannot find a fingle inftance of its having been feen here .for 
thefe feveral weeks paft : And I am almoft convinced, 
that the fituation of the Philadelphians is as healthy at 
prefent as ours.

N a calamity fo terrible and unexpected, the diftrefs 
o£ the labouring poor were unavoidably great. The 
general ftagnation of bufinefs had deprived them of their 
ordinary means of fupport and rendered them unable to 
remove where employment and fubuftence might be had. 
To add to their difficulties, their employers, and more 
affluent acquaintances, who might have been difpofed to 
relieve their wants, had in general fled. 

But thefc were not the only objects of commiPeration. 
Many, who had fupported themfelves and families in an 
eafy, though not affluent manner, were from the impolfi- 
bility of earning any thing, the difficulty of recovering 
their little debts and the heavy expences incident to a itate 
officknefs, reduced to the mod extreme diltrefs, whilft 
others, fn opulent circumftances, having remained in the 
city, after their connexions had removed, being fuddenly 
feized with the prevailing difordcr, were left helplefs by 
themfelves, without a friend to confole them, a phyfician 
to prefcribe for them or a nurfe to adrhinifter the pre- 
i'cription. 

The Health Ccmmiffioners, appointed by authority of 
the State Legiflature, had hitherto exerted their mmoft 
endeavours to alleviate the various afflictions of the ciif- 
tiefled, but the Common Council being informed that the 
number of lick had become fo ^reai and were ftiiicncreai- 
ing, that the Cornmiflioficrs cou'd not take care oi' them 
all, that the accommodations at Bcllevue were infufHcient 
and that many of the poor fick were ib circumflanced as. 
to render a removal there both inconvenient and impro- 
per, on the toth September appointed Gabriel Furman, 
John B. Coles, Theophilus Beehnan, Jacob de la Montffg- 
nic and Richard Furman, Efqrs. five of the Alder- 
men, together with John Bogen and Pkihp I. Arculqnus 
Efqrs. two Afliftant Aldermen, a committee of their own 
bojj^- Renominated the Health Committee of the City of 
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New-York, "with full powers to make fuch other build- 
ings For the licit at Bellevuc, as they, with the advice of 
the Comrnifiioners of the Health-Office might think ne- 
ce-'ifary j and to take into their charge and furnifh with 
medical aid, and every neceffary, all fuch of the lick 
poor as could not be accommodated at Bellcvae, or the 
fuuarion of whofe perfons or families were fuch as to ren- 
der their removal to Bellcvue improper or inconvenient." 
' The' gentlemen fo appointed, totally dif regarding their 
own preservation* and only intent on arrefting the progrefs 
of the diforder and relieving the diitreffed, with a magna- 
nimity and patnotifm meriting the higheft eulogiums, rea- 
Icept forth and by their generous, ftedfaft and bene 
voleni o eriions, undoubtedly faved many of their fel- 
low citizens from penury, difeafe and death. As foon 
as they accepted the appointment to this arduous under- 
taking, they immediately proceeded to bufinefs and ap- 
pointed Alderman Gabriel Furman their chairman, a 
gentleman, who together with Alderman Beekman had 
on the committee for the relief of the fick and indi- 
gent in the years 1793 and 1794, and alfo during the pef- 
tilential diforder of 1795. I have already obferved, that 
one of the objects for which the committee was appoint- 
ed was to make fuch further buildings and accommodati- 
ons for the fick at Bellevue as they with the advice of the 
Commiifioners of the Health-Office might think neceffary . 
Thev accordingly gave orders for the erection of two 
buildings, one of which mould be fixty feet in length by 
twenty in breadth, for the accommodation of the fick, and 
another of the fame extent, but two ftories in height, for 
the reception of the convalefcents ; a'nd fuch was the dif- 
patch of the workmen employed in that bufmefs, that 
both were compleatid in about eight days. 

.Previous to this the fick, the convalefcent and the dying 
were all crowded together, and the apartments were by 
no means fufliciefltfor the number of the difealed; but 
by this humane attention, the convalefcents were feparat- 
ei from the lick, ana from that time the number of thofe 
who recovered at that hofpital was much greater in pro- 
portion than it had been before. There was likewife other 
circumftances which no doubt greatly contributed to,this 
hiippy^ehangc. The attendants and nurfes, at firit ap-* 
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pointed for the care of the Gck, were in general perfons 
of rather indifferent character, and of courfe that attend- 
on was not paid to the fick »>vhich the Comm ill; oner:; 
could have wifhed. The truth is that at the commence- 
ment of this melancholy bufinefs, fear pervaded the ftp 
eft heart and terror was depicted in the countenances 
molt people ; hence many perfons of irreproachable cl 
rafter and humane difpoiitions, who in other circumitances 
would have been very willing to ain't their fcilpw crea- 
tures, were deterred from entering on fo perilous an un- 
dertaking; The Health Commiflioiiers, therefore. to 
whom the care of this Hofpital wa:- committed, had nq 
choice. Nurfes and attendants mu it be had, and as tr. 
could not procure the molt proper perfons, they weie 
obliged to be contented with fuch as they, could obtain. 

The cafe, however, was now changed. People be^an 
to recover from the panic with which they had been (truck, 
and notwithltanding every difcouraging circumitance, ma- 
ny were found whofe humanity would not permit thtrn to 
withhold from their fellow creatures that afTiftance wl 
they in a fimilar fituation had a right to expect ; rui 
of good character were accordingly found, and the fo; 
improper perfons were difmifled. Doctor Bayley, the 
Health-Omcer, whofe character as a phyncian is too '.veil 
known to require any panegyric, aided by two affifla 
viz. Doctor Douglafs and Doctor Gregory, attendee] 
the fpot, and in a ihort time, the greatei' order arid 5. 
larity was introduced ; the patients were treated with 
utmoft care and tendernefs ; the nufies and atl 
difcharged their reflective duties with ndelity 
vue inttead of being confidered as fcheanti-cha 
grave, began to be viewed by many oi ; 
place where they flood a greater chance < 
any where elfe. 

That cleanlinefs is not only very conducive to lie 
but that it contributes greatly to the removal cfdifo 
from thole who are afflicted, and alio very much 
prevent the fpreading of infection amongft the . 
will icarcely be denied. The experience of ev< 
who has been converfant araoiigfi tfrofe afflicted with pe- 
ftilential dilorders, in every age and in every cor 
abundantly confirms this £xt • and fitfcly ihh t 
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prefervative and remedy was never better obferved than 
here. 

Upon the cammirli oners taking poflcfiion of this place, 
the walls, timber, and every part both infide and outlide 
Were whitewashed, and the practice of whitewashing the 
infide every week, ten days or fortnight, according to the 
i'eafon of the year, and number of fick, was fteadily pur- 
fued fince its firfteftablifliment. Another practice never 
omitted was, that if at any time in the courfeof a performs 
being confined with fever, his bed, fhirt or linen were 
flamed o/ foiled -by vomiting or othcrwife, they were 
immediately removed and replaced with dean ones ; be- 
sides the linnen and bed clothes of the fick were ufually. 
changed every day or two, if even thofe extraordinary 
circumftances did not occur, Thefc means, as a fyftem 
of cleanlinefs, were fleadilv adhered to by the attendants 
at this Hofpital. 

The -whole number of perions admitted from Augufi 
lft to 3d. November, fince which time none have been 
received, was three hundred and eighty-nine, of whom 
two hundred and eighty-nine were from the city and one 
hundred feamen ; of the former one hundred and {'evenly 
two died and one hundred and feventcen were difcharged. 
The latter were more fortunate, for of them only thirty- 
three died and the other hxty-feven were difcharged. 

From the above ftatemem, which may be depended up- 
on as correct, the following queftion naturally occurs. 
How : came it that a much greater proportion of feamen 
recovered at this Hofpital, than of thofe fent thither from, 
the city I The anfwer is this. The feamen were in ge- 
neral fait therein the fir ft ila:,e of the diforder, whereas 
many of our citizens from the fears which they entertained 
of that Hofpital, could not be prevailed upon to be Re- 
moved thither till they were paft recovery. In confirma- 
tion of this I may add that of a good many people whom 
I myfelf have feen previous to their being carried thither, 
by far the greater part of thofe who were removed on the 
firft attack recovered, whereas to thofe who remained till - 
the diforder had acquired a greater degree of malignancy 
little elfe was to be expccled but death. Indeed ieveral 
died wiihin a few hours after their entrance in the Hofpi- 
tal and rnore than a third in two days.. There is one>< 
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thing, very remarkable with refpe6t to the attendants at ttiii 
Hofpital, which ought not to be omitted. Their filiati- 
on to molt people muft no doubt have appeared peculiar- 
ly dangerous, as they were literally furrounded with pcfti- 
lcnce. It To happened, however, that neither nurfes, nor 
wafnerwomen caught the infection. The boatmen too be- 
longing to the Heai:li-OKice, who entered the Hofpital at 
all times and were not only engaged in bringing the fick 
from the city and {flipping, but likewife in removing them 
from place to place, enjoyed a ftate of perfect health ; and 
of thole perfons who accompanied their friends and rela- 
tives, ftayed with them and nurfed them, there is not a ftfi- 
g1e inftance of an individual being infected. In fhort, Dr. 
Douglafs was the only perfon refidingthere who was ieized 
with fever ; but he had been in the habit of occafionally 
vii'iting his friends in the city, and three days previous to 
his being taken ill, had ficpt in a houfe the vicinity of 
which was highly infected ; and it is more than probable 
thflt his licknefs was occafioned by that caufe. 

From the above, and many other facts which might be 
mentioned, it amounts to a eertainty that this fever will 
not fprcad in a pun air. For this reafon the inhab'tanti 
of the country have little or no reafon of being afraid to 
receive, the lick who remove from town , nor of thole who 
are taken ill.whh fever after leaving the city . for, as is 
pbferved by Mr. Noah Webfter, junior, in his conclud- 
ing obfervattons to a collection cf papers or, the fubjetl of 
bilious fevers, publifhcd in the year 1796. " The panic 
that feized the whole continent, when, the difeafc in Phi- 
ladelphia, is now found to have been ncedlefs and with- 
out juft caufe > and k is presumed, that Inch inheman 
caution and barbarous -meafures as were adopted on that 
©ccalion, will never again difgrace our country."- ' 

Having thus given an account of the Hofpital at Bclle- 
vue, and of the treatment of the fick, I now proceed to 
point out the manner of adminiitcring relief to fuch fick 
perfons as could not he accommodated there, or the fltu- 
ation of whofe perfons or families rendered their removal 
.improper or inconvenient. 

With refpect to accommodations there was no dotsbt 
a confujerable difficulty previous to the ejection of the two 
iddiiional buildings which I have already mentioned ; hut 
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thefe l>emg com pleated, that difficulty was entirely re- 
moved. 

When individuals, who had no families were feized with 
the diforder, and were, incapable of providing for them- 
ferves the ncccflary xelief, it was the wifh of the commit- 
tee that they mould be removed to Eellevue as fpeedy as 
polllblc. By winch means the progrefs of the diforder 
might be arretted, whiKl the chance of their recovay was 
as great at leaft if not greater than if they had remained in 
the city. But to feparate children from their parents, huf- 

siiom their wives, or wives from their hufbands, or 
in iliort to have removed contrary to their inclinations, a 
fkigle individual from any family, where perhaps they had 
lefolved to remain by each other, to the lait extremity, 
would have been an act of the greateft inhumanity. For 
fuch, therefore, it was neccilary that provifion mould be 
made by the committee. 

They accordingly being lenfible of the miferable fitua- 
tion to which the poor muft be reduced by the fufpeniion 
■of all buhnefsand the diftrefs they muft fuffer when at- 
tacked by diieafe, devoted their fole and undivided at- 
tention to their relief. 

For this purpoie they advertifed in the public prints, 
that the more eaiily and effectually to anfwer the end of 
their benevolent appointment, they would daily attend at 
the Alms-Houfe from 9 to 1 and from 3 to 6 afternoon, 
to receive the applications ol the fick, the widow and or- 
phan, or their friends in their behalf, and to grant fuch 
relief as the liberality of the Common Council of the city 
had directed.' 

The Common Council, at an early period of the dif- 
order, -had borrowed a fum of money to be appropriated 
towards the above benevolent purpofe, and about the lat- 
ter end of September, Mr. John Murray, junior, a re- 

able merchant of this city, .generoufly offered to the 
Committee to guarantee a iarthcr loan of ten thoufand 
dolSars, ifitfhculd be wanted; but the charitable donati- 
on:! received from different parts of this Itate, from New- 
Jeifey and Connecticut ; and alio from many of our own 
[thy e*tk?e»s -rendered this meafure unnceeifary. By 
t;o;r beneficence -and humanity the Committee were en- 

i to airpriHp the i a confiderabie degree of

comfort, of which they would other-wife have been de 
prived. Liberal donations of money, produce, &c. (a lift 
of which is annexed) were daily received and diftributed 
as each particular cafe feemed to require. 

As during the ravages of this dreadful- diforder, medical 
aid was an object of the firfl concern, if may not be im- 
proper to mention the manner in which the poor were ac- 
commodated in this refpecl. Early i,i the i.uknefs many 
of our molt eminent phyhcians had left the c\t^ , and feve- 
ral of thofe who remained had paid the laft debt to nature. 
<cje the buiinefs of practitioners was greatly increafed, 
and trie htuation of the indigent became peculiarly dif- 

fing. The committee, ther,< mployed three 

phyf.cians toadminifter to thereof of fuch lick as unfor- 
tunately became objects of their aprioiutincpt, viz. Doc- 
tors Hugh M'Lean, Daniel M. Hitchcock, and Adolphus 
C. Lent. 

The extreme affiduity and humanity which thele gentle- 
men difplaycd in the dil'charge of their duty, is well known 
to the afflicled poor; and places their conduct in fuch a 
point of view as to be far above any panegyric of mine. 
Tonoperfon could their diligence he better known than 
to me; and in juflice to them I think it my duty to declare 
that notwithstanding the great fatigue and danger.to which 
they were continually expofed, they with the greater! ala- 
crity daily fuftained the perilous talk of vifi ting and admi- 
niftering the neceflary medicine to- hundreds of their afflic- 
ted fellow creatures. From morning to night they were 
inceflan'tly engaged; nor did any of them, when called up- 
on to fee a patient, even at the moil imfeafonable hours, 
hefitate a moment to wait upon them, let the diforder be 
ever fo malignant. Thanks to heaven their valuable liver, 
are fpared, and long, very long, rn-ay they liye in the 
grateful remembrance of their fellow citizens. How ma- 
ny owe their faiety to their (kill and attention it is noteafy 
to determine; but this far maybe fafely averted, that 
there are many now in good health, who but for their fkill 
and attention would have been tenants of the grave. But 
had the attention of the committee b?\n confined to pro- 
curing phylicians for. the lick, it would have been produc- 
tive of little good, fori have known many cafes where 
the hufband and wife with foi of the family were 
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fogrievoufly afflicted as to be incapable of farmfliing eacfc 
other even with a cup of water. 

For fuch perfons nurfes were therefore to be provided 
at the public expence ; and here the fame difficulty at 
firft occurred in procuring good ones as at Bellevue. 
This, however, was foon got over, as the committee hav- 
ing advertifed that nurfes of good character were wanted, 
to whom generous wages would be paid, a fufficient num- 
ber of decent people readily offered their fervicc. Some 
indeed were found to aft improperly j but when the cafe 
was reprefenicd to the Committee, they were difmiffed 
and others fubflkuted in their (lead. 

But befiaes procuring nurfes for the relief of the poor, tht 
committee were frequently under the neceffity of geting 
them for fome of thofe in affluent circum ftances,whofe friends 
had probably fled, or who, if they remained, knew not 
to whom they fhould apply for the nece-flary help. To 
thefc, like wife, the committee directed their attention. 

Before I quit this article, it may not be improper to lay 
before my readers the fituation of the City Dlfpenfary du- 
ring this time of general calamity. The following is 
An cxaft return of patients admitted at that humane inJUtu?

The trurftcps of the Difpcnfary in their report .en this 
inteyelting fubjefct, make the following very judicious re- 
mark, " The great proportion of cafes of-the Velio w Fe- 
ver in this {tatement, whilft it affords the mod undeniable 
evidence of the utility of the infeitution, is alio an honor- 
able proof of the talents and affiduity of their phyncian 
Doftor Hugh M'Lean, more cfpecially when it is confi- 
dered that the objects confuted of the pooreit and ■ molt 
deftitute clafs of citizens/' 

As the diforder continued to make farther progrefs, the 
committee found the calls., on. their humanity daily 
encreafe. 

. The indigent fick were indeed fapplicd with medical 
aid and nurics « but it was neceflkry that provision fhould 
be made far their niaintainance, and alfo for a number of 
families, the heads of which hot- being able to rind any 
employment, were in the created rliifrefs. 

With a view to relieve fueh perfons, the comrnhfro 
eflabliflied three repofitories- and-cook (hops, one at -Chir- 
ftreet, another at .No. 159 Chatham direct, and iheoKird 
the head of Divifion-ftreet, from whence inch jm&gery and 
diftreffed fick, as were deprived of theme rov-iding 

for themfelvcs, were liberally fupplied with ibups, boiled 
meat, bread, candles, and other proper and nceeifary arti- 
cles luitable to their fituation. 

Perhaps, in fuch a calamity, no eflabliflimer.ts could 
have been devifed of more general utility than thefe cook 
houfes ; the fituation of many of. the lick being fuch, as 
would not admit of their nurjes leaving them to drefs the 
nccciifary provilions j to which it may be added, that if 
money had been given to fome of them for the purchafc 
of nece Maries, .k would have very probably been expended 
for articles, which,- inftead .of contributing to the relief of 
the fick, might have been highly detrimental, or it might- 
have been appropriated to their own ufc. I may Jikewife 
obfervc, that if pecuniary aid had been been afforded to 
fome of the more thoughtlefs and diffipated poor, they 
would very probably have fpent it, in procuring for them- 
feives a temporary gratification, wbil it t'heir ftarving fami- 
lies remained neglected. 

.In confirmation of this, I fhall adduce one initance out 
of a few others, of a fimilar nature which came under m« 

II 
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own observation. The wife of a perfon whom I had oc- 
caiion to fccj in the difc barge of my duty, was dangcroufly 
ill of the prevailing fever; She lay in a damp cellar and 
was deftitufe of every ncceffary and comfort. Of money 
ent rafted to me by the committee for the relief of the dii- 
tfeffed, I therefore left with the hufband two dollars, one 
of which I wifhed to be appropriated to the purchafc of 
half a load of wood, and the other for fuch little articles as 
might be immediately neceflary for his wife and child. I 
called again at the houfe a few hours after, but inflcad of 
finding the money applied as I expected, I found the man 
in a ftate of intoxication, and totally regardlefs and infen- 
fiffefe of the Situation of his afflicted wife, who was then in 
the agonies of death. She died foon after ; the funeral 
coiiduBed by ftrangcrs, by whom likewifc their child 
about fix years of age, was carried to the Alms-hcufe, 
"uhiUi the unhappy hufband remained in a ftate of infenfi- 
bilitv, knowing or caring very little about what had hap- 
pened. 

I ami happy, however, in obferving, that fuch remarks 
rr.irft be underftood as applying to very few, for almofl in 
every inftance, parents and children ; hufbands and wives, 
and m fhort all thofe living in the fame family were difpo- 
fed to contribute to the very utmoft in their power, to- 
wards the relief of their afflicted relatives. 

The number of thofe, who" received their daily fubfi/f-. 
en ce from thefe cook houfes, during the greate ft part of 
the calamity, amounted to between 1600 and 2000 per- 
fons, of whom many were hclplefs fick, widows and or- 
phans ; whilft eight hundred people were, at the fame 
time, fnppcrted in the Alms- houfe, out of funds provided 
by law. 

-But the ample donations and very liberal contributions, 
which as I have already obferved, weic collected in many 
places for our relief, whilft it redeemed the higheft honour, 
on the donors, and demanded our warmed gratitude, alfo 1 
enabled the committee to relieve many of the diftreffed in 
a different manner. 

The cook-houfes were certainly highly ufeful j but 
there were many rick and indigent, who lived at a confider- 
able diftance from either of them, to whom it would have 
been very inconvenient to have procured from thence the 
neceiTaiy provisions ; and the circumftanccs of others 
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feemed likewife to require afliftance of a different na- 
ture 

The produce which' came from various parts of the 
country for the relief of the indigent, except what was tent 
to the c&ok-hpufes by order of the committee, was depev- 
iited in a Itorc oppohtc the Alrns-houfc; from whence 
upwards of five hundred families were from time to time 
relieved by donations in necefifaries, fuch as beef, pork, 
mutton, flour, fowls, indian mcal,potatces, turnip?, dVc.For 
the relief of thefe, the committee likewife expended a gi 
deal of money, by giving them occafionaliy fuch (mail 
funis as the fituation of their families feemed in require 5 
and feveral widows, who upon the death oi their hufbands, 
wifhed to remove to that place in the country where their 
relatives and friends rended • being deftitute of the mean. 
of carrying themfelves and children thither, were alio 

affifted. ' . 

I have already mentioned, that the committee when iirtt. 
organized, had adverlii'ed, that they would meet daily 
at the Alms-houfe, from 9 to 1, and 3 to 6, for- the. pur- 
pofe of attending to the benevolent object of their ap- 
pointment ; but, in a fhort time the applications of the 
lick and indigent became lb exceedingly numerous, tfeat 
they were not able, during thefe hours, to determine on all 
their requefts. They, therefore, afiembled during the 
greateft part of this awful vifitation at about eight in the 
morning, and continued their fitting, till (even, and iouie- 
times eight, in the evening, allowing themfelves only a bare 
half hour for dinner. For my part, when I think of the 
extreme fatigue and danger which thefe gentlemen encoun- 
tered, and theconftant 11 fq tie they ran of caching infec- 
tion, many of thofe individuals who came thither to ioiicit 
a mftance,' having fever upon them, I confider their prefer- 
vation, ifnot miraculous, at lead highly providenjiaj. Two 
of them, indeed, viz. Alderman Gabriel. Wurman and 
Alderman Theophil us Beeknian, as alio our worthy May- 
or, whofe attention to the duties of his o.vhce during, this 
diftreffing period, is above all praiie, were attached by 
the pcftilence, but, thanks to the Almighty, they loon ie- 
covered, and regardlefs of danger, immediately repaired 
to their poll, and along with tneir colleagues went through 
the fatiguing bufinefs of tlveii-.appointment fctfla ttacuiy to 
thelafi! 
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It heed fcarceh be observed, that the tafk of the e< 
teittee in adminilteriiig relief, in fiach a fituation, would 

in manv. cafes be delicate, embarraSTmg and difagreeable ; 
for had they given mdifcriminately to every peribn who 
iblicited aid, liberal as the contribution:, of our fellow ci- 
tizens were, they would have been productive of little 
utility to thole who were really in need. 

The donations were certainly given for the relief of the 
indigent lick, and for widows and orphans of this descrip- 
tion j but fuchwas the rneannefs of fome poffeifed of con- 
fiderablc property, and even proprietors of houfes, that 
they too became applicants for part of a fund exclusively 
intended for the relief of the helplefs. 

It' was fortunate that every individual of the Committee 
were either natives of this city, or at leaft had a Ion? time 
rciidedin it. They were, of courfe, generally. qualified to 
judge how far. the tales of woe related by many of the ap- 
plicants for charity were true. There were, however, 
numbers with whom they could not be acquainted, parti- 
cularly foreigners, who had only for a ihort time refided 
in this country-. 

To afcerlain the truth of their complaints, when they 
appeared doubtful, the Committee had fcveral attendants, 
part of whole bflfihtfs it w 7 as to repair to the refpectivc re- 
rtccsofftieh applicants, to enquire into theii eircum- 
iiances and to report accordingly. It was, likcwiSc, the 
duty oflhefe peri'ons to vifit the indigent fick, to examine 
into their Situations,' to reprefent their cafes, to relieve 
their immediate wants out. of money entrufled to them 
at purpofe, and in Short to do every thing which they 
might be directed by the Committee, or their own pru- 
dence might ruggeft, towards the mitigation of the fuiler- 
rfigs of individuals, or to Stop trfe progrefs of the deadly 
peStilcnce. 

The Situation of thefc men was 4 no doubt, perilous in 
the extreme ; but fuch w r as the goodnefs of Divina Pro- 
i idencc- that out of eleven fo employed by the Health 
Committee and the Health Commimoners, one only loll 
his ; ire, viz. Mr. Wynant Mitchell, whole character can- 
be Summed up in a xcry few words, lie was an induflri- 
ous, benevolent and honcil man, and has left a wife and 
three children to lament his Vofs. Mr. Munmouth Purcy* 
who volunteered in the fame fcrvice Jikewife fell a victim 
b f hi s p h ilan th ropy. 
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Having thus defcribed the manner in which the -poor 
were relieved throughout the city, it may not be improper 
to direct the attention of my readers to the iituation of the 
poor prifcmers in the Debtor's Apartment^ ov what is com- 
monly called the New Gaol. The diforder, which pre- 
vailed more or lefs, in the city, likewife made its appear- 
ance here :■ It, however, in a ihoit time entirely fubiided, 
owing in a great meafme to the indefatigable induftry of 
Mr. WilHam W. Parker, the jailor, in cleaning and walk- 
ing the different apartments, by which means the farther 
fpreading of the infection was prevented. 

The fituation of the debtors at the commencement of 
the general calamity afforded a picture of ci litre is and 
horror fcarccly equalled by any thing we have hitherto 
feen reprefented. Their number at nrft amounted to 163 
and whilil others were enjoying advantages re fu king from 
the wholefome laws of the date, thele individuals were pent 
up in the midft of pcftilencc, deprived of the privilege of 
feeking their felf prefervation, expofed to the unfatiatcd 
revenge of individuals, and feemed in every rclpcct deli- 
vered up as victims to the malignancy of the common 
enemy. 

But the danger of infection was not the only evil to 
which thefe unfortunate men were expofed ; for it is well 
known that though a perfon confined for crimes is iupport- 
ed by the (late, a poor debtor has no other dependence 
than on the benevolence of his friends and the charity of 
the Humane Society : But upon the approach of this ge- 
neral diftrefs, many of their friends, who would have wil- 
lingly afiifled them had fled, others were lick, and fever- 
als no doubt fo reduced by the general calamity as to be 
fcarcely capable of foppoTtmg themiel ves; In this , fitua- 
tion, therefore, not only pcililence, with fcarcely a proba- 
ble chance of efcape, but alio famine an in the 
face. 

Their cafe was reprefented to the Committee by Mr. 
Parker, and they were immediately fupplifed wittt plenty 
of provisions 5 and this was from time to time repeated 
during the exiiience of the fever, as often as their necelTi- 
ties feemed to require. 

But the prifoncrs were indebted to Mr. Parker for exer- 
tions of a different nature. By bis perioral alliduities-^— 
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by his feeling reprefentations to humane creditors, tho 
number of the priibners, which, as I have already mentis 
oned, amounted at firit to 163, were towards the clofe of 
the diforder reduced to 39, by which means their num- 
bers were lcffened and confequently the danger. Nor was 
his benevolence confined to perfonal exertions j for he 
not only in mod inftances facrificed bis own exertions to 
the general good, by rclinquilhinghis fees, which were his 
chief fupport, but in feveral inllances he did the duty of 
others by contributing himfelf towards the payment of 
lawyers fees, where they only detained the poor. 

Such tender treatment, fuch humane care of indigent 
and afflicted priibners cannot be too highly applauded, and 
v. hillt it is the lot of unfortunate individuals to be imprifon- 
ed for debt, it mutt be a great confolation to them to be 
placed under the cave of a man poffeffed of fo much hu- 

• inanity as Mr. Parker. Certainly fuch -conduct ought to 
be mentioned not only as a tribute ofapplaufe; but as a 
ftimulus to others who may be fimilarly lituated, to do 
the fame. In a -word, Mr. Parker's treatment of his pri- 
soners, when known, will ever meet with the approbation 
of all good citizens.* 

I mall now conclude this artiele,with refpecl to the poor', 
by a few general observations. During the whole of this 
calamitous period, fuch was the extraordinary liberality 
of our fellow citizens in granting donations; and fuch the: 
unremitting attention of the Committee in diftributing 
them,,, that notwithftanding the diftreifed were by far more 
numerous than at any previous period in this city; yet 

* there was no individual at alofs for the necefJaries of life, 
for medical aid, or for nurfes, provided the cafe was made 
known to the Committee, who not only fat with unweari- 
ed patience from morning to night to liften to the inceff- 
ant applications of hundreds ; but as has been already ob- 
ferved, had people employed to fcek out for objects of 
difireta

'.nothing can be averred with' certainty. It, however, gives me plcafure to 

inform my readers, that from what 1 have learnt from gentlemen of .-eraciry. 

who, during part of this awful period were priibners-. r.oii)?.n co: d ha*e acl- 

better than Mr. Parker in fuch »/it 11411011.

There is one clafs of diilreffed objcth, whom, as I 
omitted to mention in the preceding pages it may not be 
improper to introduce here, viz. the children ofneceffi- 
tous perfons, whole parents were cut off*>y death.' Mr. 
Mathew Carey, in his hiftory oi'the Malignant Fever preva ■ 
lent in Philadelphia in the year 1793, obierves, that the 
Bettenng-Houfe (Alms-Houfe) there, in which inch help- 
iefs objects had been ufnally placed, was barred againtt 
them ; " Many of thefe little innocents (fays he) weie ac- 
tually fuffering for want of even common neccifarics. The 
death of their parents and proteftors, which fhould have 
been the ftrongeft recommendation to public charity, was 
the very reafon of their diftrefr, and of their being ilmn- 
hed as a pedilcncc. The cafe, however, was widely dif- 
ferent with us ; for no fooner had the parents of theie lit- 
tle ones expired, than if they were not taken care of by 
fome of their friends or relations, there was always fome 
perfons of humanity who would reprefent their cale to the 
Committee, by whofe orders they were immediately re- 
moved to a part in the Alms-Houfe appropriated to their 
reception. !» 

By the above remark, however, I would by no. means 
v.'ifh to be undcrftood as throwing any reflection againlT. 
the citizens of Philadelphia for being deficient in point of 
humanity. On the contrary, many of the inhabitants dif- 
played a benevolence and philanthropy which info awful a 
period may be equalled, but never can be furpaffed. But 
the Yellow Fever was at that time a new difordcr, or at 
'lead little known in the United States : and terrific as it 
really was, both in its appearance and effects, it ftill excited 
more terror than was neceuary or ju ft. Hence in many 
cafes humanity, ffiendfhip, parental and filial affection 
•were all fwallowed up in a regard tofelf prefervation ; and 
•this will ever be the cafe in any country when an a£i de- 
vouring peftilence makes its jirft appearance, fi-ut in the 
laft autumn the di folder was better known, a»itha-. 
peatedly vifited fome of our mofi: populous cities, and ex- 
perience had fufhciently evinced, that facta perfons as con- 
■{ them (elves to their houfes.Vun little, if any greater 
rifque of infection than ihofc v. ho were constantly converfant 
amou&ihhe lick. Hence, if it fliould be the Divine plea- 
. that we [honk! agiwn be vifited cither here or in any 
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other place of the United States, by this awful dilorder, 
its horrors will, in all probability, be greatly alleviated, 
as few will be found fo timorous as to be unwilling to dif- 
charge the duties of humanity to the diftreffed. 

Before I conclude this article, I cannot help taking no* 
tice of the diiirefs in which fome poor people were involv- 
ed m confequence of the rigid maimer in which fome un- 
feeling landlords have exacted their rents. Forgetful that 
their poortcnants had been fick, that they had large fami- 
lies and that they had been able to earn nothing during a 
calamitous feafo.n of three mefnths, they notwithstanding 
infilled on the immediate payment of the original Stipula- 
ted bargain: In confequence of which, the little property 
which thefe poor people pollefl'cd were fold by the confta- 
ble 2t vendue, and they expofed in confequence thereof 
to the utmoft.diftrefs. It was natural in this time of ge T 
neral calamity for every unfortunate individual to look 
up to the committee for relief; the donations, were in- 
tended for the immediate exigence of the indigent and tick, 
not for the paymenLof houfe-rent • for, liberal as they were, 
had the committee Thought proper to appropriate them in 
this manner, they would have fpeedily been abforbed in 
fuch a manner as to fill the pockets of the rich, whilft the 
poor would have remained in the fame ttate of mifery and 
di ft re fs. 

But whilft fome landlords acted with the utmoft rapa- 
city, the condu6t of many was fuch as reflects the greateft 
honour upon their characters. Of thefe fome forgave the 
rent for one quarter altogether j and others have confid'cr- 
ably indulged their tenants by procvaltinating the 
payment till fuch time as they fhould find it convenient. 
Men of this laft defcription have the ineffable fatisfaBion 
of having contributed to the relief of the diftreffed, whilft 
the former being actuated by an infatiable defire of gain, 
feek only for happinefs in their gold, which, if they had 
not. been determined to be blind, they could have eafily 
fec-Uj would contribute very little towards relieving them 
from iheytUozj fever or ^1'hnltal fefordt

BEFORE the Reader begins to perufe the following lift, I would wifh to 
apprize him of the materials from which it is compofed. They are the books of 
the different fextons and other perfons having the charge of burying grounds in 
this city, at Potter-Field and Bellev«p. It has however unfortunately happened 
that the fextons of two of the fmalleit congregations were abfent during a great 
part of the calamity, and in thefe the names of the dead were only given by me- 
mory, and in other inftances, the books have not been kept with that accuracy 
which could have been wifhed. To afcertain with precifion the names of all the 
deceafed, their occupations, Sec. I have ufed my utmoft exertions. With this view 
I h»ve compared the books of the fextons with the lift kept by the Health-Com- 
mittee, and wherever there was a difference, I have, by perfonal application to the 
friends of the deceafed, endeavoured as far as poffible to reftify the nrftake, and 
alfo where the orthography appeared erroneous, to correct it as well as I could, 
and by annexing to the names, the trade, occupation, age, place of nativity or fome 
other circumftance to point out the particular perfon intended and thus to remove 
the doubts of people at a diftance. But whatever pains may be taken in a thin^ 
ef this fort, it cannot be expected that it will be entirely free from errors or 
defefts ; but I truft it will be found ascompleat, as confidering the difficulties at- 
tending it, cauld be expected and that in almoft every inftauce it will be found 
fatisfa&ory.
